!!v /^N the I jth day of June, J782> the Grof- 
1 Vjt vcnor faUed from TrinGomale, "and 
^^^:iibout a month after faw a fail, which was the 
5' only one that came in view till the unfortu** 
^ nate 4th of Auguft, when tihc (hip v^nt oix 
ihore. 

B Tw« 
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Two days before it had blown very bard, 
and feems to have continued to do fo, as at 
four o*clock, A. M. on that day, being Sun- 
day, the fhip was lying to, under a fore-fail, 
ind mizen-ftay-fail. As this was the cafe, 
it is more than probable that they had not 
been able , to take an obferva tion for fome 
days, efpecially as the atmofphere is general- 
ly cloudy near the fhore. 

They likewife may. have been aiFedted by 
the currents, which are often met with on 
the edge of banks near this fhore, and which 
are known fometimes to be very rapid and 
uncertain. 

Thefe circumftances perhaps in fon^e mea- 
fure account for that error in their reckoning, 
which occafioned the lof& of the fliip ; for 
the man at the wheel heard Captain Coxfon 
tell the company, at dinner, the preceding 
day, that he then confidered himfelf as one 
iiuhditd leagues from the neareft land, Not- 
withftanding which, the next morning, be- 
fore it was liglit^ the fliip ftruck. 

.4 John 
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John Hynes, a feaman, was at this time 
doft^ with on6 Lewis, and feveral others, 
ftriking and fending down the fore-top-gal- 
lant-niaft. While there,' Hynes afked Lewis 
if he did not think that it Was land whei?e 
the bi^eakefs appeared ; to which the latter 
^nfwering in the affirmative, they all haftened 
down, to inform the third niate, whofe watch 
it was, of fo alarming a clrcumftance, 

Ihftead of paying any attention to their 
information, Mr. Beale only laughed at their 
want of knowledge, and gave not the lead 
credit to their conje<flure* 

Upon which, Lewis ran Into the cabbin 
and acquainted the captain, who inftantly 
came out, and ordered to wcarfliip. The 
helm was accordingly put hard a-wea- 
ther> the mizeii-ftay-fail haufed down> . the 
forer top-fail and jib loofed, and the^ tfter- 
yards fquared; by which her head was nearly 
brought round. But before this could Be 
accomplifhed, her keel ftruck; and as flie 
thumped very hard, every foul* on board ran 
idiriiediately upon deck. - ^ v 

■ B 2 Horror 
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Horror and apprehtnilon was now ftrongly 
painted in every face i which the captain en- 
deavoured to difpel by every means in his 
power^ In order to pacify the paflcngers, 
he alTored them that he was not without hope 
of being able to fave them all j and Aerefore 
hegged them to be compofed« 

In the firfl place he ordered the carpenter 
to found the pumps. This w;as done ; but 
no water was to be found in the hold ; the 
ftern lying high on the rocks^ and the fore 
part being confideraHy lower, all the water 
had run forward* 

About ten minutes after the (hip had 
ilrmck, the wind came off fhore^ a circum- 
ftance that gave additional ftrength to their 
, apprcbenfions > for they ncjw were afrpid they 
ihould be driven out to fca^ and thereby lofe 
the only chance they had ofayoiding that- 
death which feemed to awkit theip. 

The gKmner was order^ , by the cap- 
tain to fire fignal guns of dijftrefs'jr but upon 
his attempting to go into the powder room. 
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he fpund It fo full of water, as to prevent all) 
accefs into it. The captaia wa? no foojier 
informed of this circuniiftance th^n he ordered^ 
the main-m*ft tp be cut away ; and prefentljr 
after, the fore-maft ; but without any effed: i 
an^ the fliip being within a cable*s lengthy 
or about three hundred yards of the (hore, 
all hopes of favipg her were at an pnd. 



CHAP. II. 

PISTRACTEP $TATE OF THE qRBW AN0 
PASSENGERS— 'METHODS BY WHICH 
THEY GAINE© THE SHORE. 

JLt is not in the power of hnguage to dc^ 
fcribe the fta^e pf diftraifition. tp which QV^iy 
qn^ on bp^rd^ particularly the p»j5?ogpi:^ 
Vfere at this time ifeduced» EKpfpaij: was paint- 
ed on every cpiiatenance, Mpihers were crying 
and lamenting over their children; huiband* 
over both ; and all was anarchy and con- 
fufion. ,

Thofe who were moft cbmpofed, were 
employed in devifing methods to gain .the 
fhorc. As one of the moft probable, they 
fet about framing a raft of fuch of the fpars, 
tnafts, and yards, as could be got together ; 
tod it was hoped, that by this means, the 
'Women, children, and fick would be fafely 
conveyed to land, * 

In the mean time a Lafcar and two Italians 
attempted to fwim to the fhore with the deep 
fea line. Two of thefe were fortunate enough 
(if prolonging their , mifery may be termed 
fortunate,) to reach the land ; the other 
which happened, to be one of .the. Italians, 
perifljcd in the attempt. 

By means of this fmall line a much larger 
one was conveyed to the- fhore, and by that 
a bawfer. In drawing the latter aihore, the 
two men were aflifted by a great number of 
the natives, who by this time had crowded 
to the water's edge, to behold the uncom- 
mon fight.

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The mafts^ driven by the iurf and current, 
found their way to the Qxott ; and as fodaas- 
they were got within reach, they were quickly 
ftripped of the iron hoops by the natives, that 
being the metal moft |)rizcd> for making 
thfe heads of • their aflaygay s of lances . 

When the hawfef was hauled on fhore, it^ 
was faflened round the rocks, and the other: 
end made fafT to the caprfern oil board the 
fhip; by which means it was hauled tight. '

- By this time the raft, about 'which raoft of 
the people on boatd had beeneriiployed, ^''^s 
completed, and a nine inch hawfcr faftened. 
round it. It was then launched overboard, 
and veered aw^ towards' the Iftern^ of the 
fhip, that the^obien and children might the 
more readily embark upon it from the quar- 
tergaHery. .' - • , • ' . ^ 

Four men go^ upon it, in order to affiftthp 
ladies \ but they had fcarcely taken their ftaiT 
tion, before the violence of the furf fnapt the 
hawfer in two, although it was a new one,

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^d the x?h driving on ibore, was upfct » by 
which means t^ee oitt of the four me^ were 
drowned* 

All hands began now tp do the beft they 
could for themfelves. Some had r^co^irfe to 
the only method there now appeared to be 
left for gcttiqg afljore, yh, by the hawfer, 
made fail to the rocks^ h^od oyer hand i and 
defpair giving ftrength and refplution, fe-« 
vewlof thefeartiPBgati^d'the fborpby thi? 
difficult and hazardous mode, while others, 
who were incapable of fc^ompllihiqg it, 
dropped, and were drowo^di tb« Htter a^ 
mounted to fifteen. 

It ihould have been obferv^j that when 
the mafts were ordered to be cut away» the 
yawl and jolly boat were hpift^d out, with an 
intention to be applied in faving the crew j 
but thefe were no fooner over the fide of the 
ihip, than diey wer^ dafhi^d te fm^9 by ^o 
yiofcoceof theifurf*

rounds came athwart the ftern, as rcprp?. 
fented in the annexed plate. The wind at 
the fame time, providentially (hifted to itf 
old quarter, and blew dire<ftly upon the land^ 
a circumftance that contributed greatly to- 
wards faving thofe who ftill remained on 
board ; who att got upon the poop, as being 
neareft the ihore. 

The wind, now, in conjunSion witn the 
furges, lifting them in, that part of the 
wreck on which the people were, in an in -^ 
ftant rent on funder, fore and aft, the deck 
Ipiitting in two. , In this diftrefsful moment 
they crouded upon the ftarboard quarter; 
which foon floated into (hoal water, the other

parts continuing to break* off thofe heavy feas 
that would have ingulfed or dafhed them in 
pieces. Through this iiicident every foul on 
board, even the ladies and children, got fafc 
on fhore, except the cook's mate, a blacky 
who being drunk, would not be prevailed 
upon to- leave the wreck. Upon this occa* 
iion, the feamen that had already gained the 
land by means of the hawfer, did alliui their 
power to fuccour thofe who nee4cd their af- 
fiftance.

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CHAP. IV- 

THEIR EMPLOYMENT AFTER THEY HAD 

GAINED THE SHORE — FIND SOME CASKS 

OF PROVISIONS AND OTHER NECESSA- 

RIES . ARE ,PI,UNDERED BY THE 

NATIVES.

Y the time they had all got on fhore, the 
day waS far fpcnt, and night came on a pace. 
Luckily, the natives, who had retired 
with the fetting fun, had left the embers of 
their fire. With this our people lighted three 
others, of wood coUedted fVom the wreck, 
and having got together fonie hogs, gtefc^ 
and fowls, which had been driven on fhore, 
they fupped in common upon them, for that 
night. 

In the mean while, every one wandered 
up and down the fhore, in order to fee what 
they could pick up, that ^^oilld be of fervicc 
to them ; and a cafk of beef, a cafk of flour, 
and a leager of arrack were found. Thefe 

being 
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being delivered to the captain, he fcrvcd out 
a proper portion of each to every pcrfon. 
Two fails, that had been driven on fhore, 
were likewife brought to him ; and of thefe 
he ordered two tents to be made, for t]bc la- 
dies to repofe themfelves in, the cnfuing 
night. 

On the morning of the 5th,. the natives, 
who were woolly-headed, and quite black, 
came dowp and beg^n to carry off whatever 
feemed to ftrike their f^ncy. This condudt 
excited io the minds of our pepplc^ particu- 
larly the ^omen,, a thoufand apprehenfions 
for theif pprfon^ fafety^ but they were 
agreeably furprizred to find that they con^ 
tented themfelves with plundering* 

The next day, the 6 th, was fpcnt in col- 
lecting together every article that might prove 
ufeful upon the journey they were about to 
take, * for it w^s ifttetded to naake the beft 
of their way by land, to the Cape of Good 
Hope/ Upon examining what was col- 
lededjv they found they vv^erc in poffeffion 
of two call?.s of fl^ur, and a tub of j>ork,

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They had alfo two leagers of arrack ; but 
thefe the captain prudently ordered to be 
ftove, left the natives, getting at it, might, 
in a fit of intoxication, deftroy them alL 
The heads of the cafks were accordingly 
Jknockcdout. 



CHAP- V. 

CAPTAllW^COkSON HARANGUES THE C0M-» 
PANY, AND P*ROF0SX8 MAKING f6% 
TriE. NEAREST DUTCH S^TTLEMEHT-ii 
THEY SET OFF TOR THAT 'PURPOSE* 

4APTAIN COXSON, now calfed all the 
furvivWs of the ftiip wreck together, and iaftdr 
having fhared the provifions^ among them, 
reprefented ^ that as he had, on board, been 
their comnlandihg ofiker, be hoped (hey 
would ftill fuiFer hiln to iJontlptie his com-* 
jnand/ To, this it was unanimoufly an- 
fwered, • By all means* He then proceeded 

to 
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i. * 

to inform them, that from the beft calcu- 
lations he could make, he was in hopes df 
being able to teach fome of the Dutch fettle- 
ments in fifteen or fixteen days. ^ * And in 

* this the captain was not much miilaken : 

* For as the (hipwreck Is fuppofed to have 

* happened fomewhere about the 29th de- 

* gree of fouthern latitude, and the moft 

* northern of the Dutch colonies extend be- 

* yond the^ 31ft degree, this might have 

* been done, had not the intervention of the 

* rivers, which lie between, too much re- 

* tarded them.* 

Encouraged by this hope, they fet off on 
the 27th, in order to obtain the end of their 
wiihes as foon as poffible, Mr. Logie, 
the. chief mate, having been for fome time 
ill, was carried by two men, in a ham- 
mock flung upon a pole; and in this la- 
borious employ, all the men chearfuUy took 
fpell and fpelL 

Previous to their march, they itaade a 
Dutch Jack, which they carried before 
them, thinking that the colours of that na- 

■ tiok

tion would be fooner known and refpeSed 
than thofe of the Englifh. 

A man, whofe name was O'Brien, and 
v^ho had been an Eaft India foldier, having a 
fweiled knee, would not fet out with his /hipr< 
mates, but ftaid behind. The poor fellow faid, 
that as it would be impoflible for him to keep 
up with them, he would endeavour to get 
feme pewter and lead from the wreck, of 
which he would make little trinkets to amufe 
the natives, hoping thereby to ingratiate 
himfelf with them, and learn their language, 
till he fhould be better able to get away. He 
added, that he might as well ev6n die with 
them, as to end his life on the way in excru- 
ciating pangs from pain and huhgfef. 



CHAP. 
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chap: VL 

THEY SET OUT— ^RE FOLLOWED B* A 
PARTY OF THE KATIVES— FIND AMON© 
THEM A MAN WHO SPEAKS DUTCH— 
ARE. INFORMED OF THE DANGERS 
AND DIFFICULTIES THEY HAVE TO 
ENCOUNTER. 

HEY now all moved forward, except 
the perfon jufi: mentioned, and were followed 
by fome of the natives, others ftaying by the 
wreck. As our people proceeded, they found 
a tolerably well-trod path from village to 
village. The Caffrees Continued to follow 
them foraljout three miles, taking away from 
them, from time to time, whatever they 
liked, and fometimes throwing ftones at 
them* 

They foon after vttre met by a party of the 
hatives confifting of about thirty, whofe hair 
was made up in the form of fugar-loavcs, 
and their faces painted red* Among them 

was 
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was A man who fpoke Dutch. His name, 
as they afterwards learnt, was Trout *. Hav** 
ing committed fome murders among his 
countrymen, he had fled to thefc parts for 
refuge and concealment. 

When he came up to the Englifh, he en- 
quired who they were, and whither they 
were going ; and on being told that they were 
Engliih, had been cad away, and were en- 
deavouring to find their way round to the 
Cape of Good Hope^ he informed them that 
their intended journey would be attended 
with unfpeakable difficulties i that they had 
many nations to go through, and many de- 
ferts to pafs, exclufive of the dangers they 

• * In the account given by Price, Lewis, Warmington, and

* England, this man is fuppofed, frotn his being of a lighter

C would 
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would experience from the v4ft numbers of 
wild beafts they were Aire to meet with ; all 
which, he faid, would render their attemjpt 
nearly inipradticable. 

This information did not in the leaft con- 
tribute to raife the fpirits of the (hipwrecked 
wanderers. They offered the man any money 
he fhould require, to condu<3: them to the 
Cape, but could not prevail upon him to un- 
dertake it. The reafons he gave were, that 
he was afraid of putting himfelf into the power 
of the Dutch. Befides which, as he had a 
wife and children among the natives, he was 
well-alTured they would never confent to let 
him go, if he was eyer fo much inclined to 
do it. 

Finding their folicitations on this head 
fruitlefs,^ they purfued their journey, and tra- 
velled on in the fame manner for four or five 
days, the natives conftantly aflembling about 
them in the day time, and taking from them 
whatever they pleafed ; but as foon as the fun 
went down they invariably retired. During 
their flay, however, they kept the travellers 

- in 
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in continual alarms, by handling the ladies 
roughly, and cxafperating their hulbands in 
particular, and the people in general, to adts 
6f violence. 



CHAP- VIL 

THEY CONTINUE THEIR TOURNEY— PASS 
SEVERAL VILLAGES — ARE ENCOUN- 
TERED BY ThREE Ol^ THE NATIVES — 
AND AFTERWARDS BY A PARTY OF 
THREfi HUNDRED, WITH WHOM THEY 
ENGAGE. 

,S they went on, they faw many villages, 
but kept as far from them as pofEble, 
to avoid the impertinence of the inhabitants. 
Mr. Logie, the firft mate, w^s now fo well 
recovered as to be able to proceed without 
afEftance. 

C 2 They 
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They now came to a deep gully, where 
they met with three of the natives, who all 
had lances in their hands, and upon their ap- 
proach called out Zembe. This was under- 
llood to mean. Give us/omething i * but per- 
haps it was intended to fignify that they took 
them for Zimbaons, as it appears by the 
chart that there is fuch a nation ; and with 
whom, at that time, they might probably be 
at war / for they held their lances feveral 
times to the captain's throat. At laft, being 
irritated beyond his patience, the captain 
caught hold of one of them, and wrenching 
it out of the fellow's hand, broke it, and 
kept the barb. The natives then went away, 
and feemed to take no further notice, of them 
for that day. 

But coming the next day to a very large 
village, they found there the three natives 
juft mentioned, who had coUeded together 
three T3r four hundred of their couifitrymen ^ 
who were all armed with lances, and targets 
made of the hides pf elephants. As the Eng- 
Ji£h advanced thefe people flopped them, 'and 

began 
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began to pilfer, and to infult them ; till at 
length they fell upon them and beat them. 

Our people now - concluding that it was 
the intention of the natives to kill the whole 
body, they formed the refolution of defend- 
ing themfelvcs to the laft extremity. Ac- 
cordingly, after having placed the women, 
the children, and the lick, at fome 'diftance, 
under the protedtion of about a dozen of 
their company, the remainder, to the numbef 
of eighty or ninety, engaged their opponents 
for about two hours and a half; maintaining, 
during the whole time, a kind of running 
fight. And at length having got pofleffion 
of a fpot of rifing ground, where they could 
not be furroundcd, a fort of compromife took 
place between the contending parties. 

During the encounter a great number wcro 
maimed on both fides, but none killed. Mr. 
Newman, one of the paflengers, had the fhaft 
of a lance ftuck into his ear, and from the 
violence of the blow attending it, remained 
infenfible for two hours. After a pacifica- 
tion had taken place, feveral of the company 
C3 cut 
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cut their buttons from their coats, and gave 
them to the natives, together with other lit- 
tle trinkets ; upon which they went away and 
returned no hiore. 

As foon as. Mr. Newman was tolerably re- 
covered, the Englifh proceeded on their 
march ; and that gentlemaa being fupported 
by two men, they were able to get on five or 
fix miles further, before it grew dark. They 
now made a fire, and refted for that night in 
the open air. During the night, they were 
fo terrified with the noife of the wild beafts, 
that the men were obliged to keep watch and 
watch, for 'fear they fhould approach too 
near. * What a fituation this for ladies who 

* had been delicately brought up, and lately 

* ufed to all the luxuries of the Eaft ! Every 

* fufceptible heart muft fympathize in their 

* fufiFerings, and lament that they were out 

* of the reach of relief/ 
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CHAP- VIIL 

THEY ARE VISITED AGAIN BY TROUT, 
THE DUTCHMAN, WHO ADVISES THEM 
NOT TO MAKE ANY OPPOSITION IN 
FUTURE TO THE NATIVES— — THEY 
PROCEED ON THEIR JOURNEY. 

HE next morning they were joined again 
by Trout, the Dutchman, who informed 
them that he had beei\, on board the wreck, 
and had got from it a load of iron, pewter, 
lead, and copper, which he was now carry- 
ing to his Kraal. He then enquired how 
they came to fall out with the natives, an ac- 
count of which he had received. He advifed 
.them to make no refiftance in future, efpe- 
cially, as from their not having any weapons 
of defence, all oppofition would be ineffec- 
tual. And he was of opinion that if they 
followed this advice they would meet with 
lefs obftrudtion from them. He was drej(re4 
in a morning gown, belonging either to the 
captain, or to one of the paffengers; and 
C 4. when 
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when he had held this fhort converfation, he 
took up his load of plunder, and marched ofF* 
At this interview he was quite alone. 

When the Dutchman was gone, our 
people purfued their way; and towards the 
clofe of the evening, came to ia deep guUey, 
where they agreed to pafs the night, Kires 
were accordingly made, the watch was fct 
as ufual, and thofe whofe turn it was torcft, 
as well as the women, children, and the fick, 
went to their repofe : The weary want but 
little to repofe upon. Their reft, however, 
was fo difturbed by the bowlings of wiM 
beafts, that they could gc« but little fleep^ 
Indeed thefe unwelcome vifi tors came fdnear 
this night, as to caufe a general alarm ; and 
it was as much as the guard could do to 
keep them bIFwUh firebrands. 
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CHAP. IX, 

TH£V PROCEED ON THEIR JOtTkNEV*^ 
TkEIR TINDER-BOX TAlCEN AWAY BT 
THE NATIVES— COME TO A RIVfeR, TH« 
vPlRST THEY HAD MET WITH —PLUN- 
DERED BY THE NATIVES OF THEIR 
WATCHES ANP JEWELS-^ PASS THE 
NIGHT BY ThE SIDE OP THE RIVER,

He day no fooncr dawned, than they 
began to move forward. And as they pro- 
ceeded, a party of the natives, about noon^ 
came down upon them and began to plunder 
as ufual. Among other things, they took 
from them their tinder-box, flint, and ftcclt 
which proved an irreparable lofs. 

Every man was now obliged to travel by 
turn6 with a firebrand in his hand; and 
the natives continued to follow, as ufual, 
till it was almoft dark. They at length 
came to a fnjall river, which was the firft 

they 
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they had met with ; but the tide being flood, 
they could not crofs it ; they therefore de- 
termined to fpend the night there. 

Before the natives retired, they grew more 
troublefome than they had hitherto been. 
They feized the gentlemens' watches; 
and the hair of the ladies coming down, they 
difcovered that they had hid their diamonds 
therein, and without any ceremony took them 
away. Nay, they even looked carefully to 
fee if they could find any more. 

What the feelings of the ladies muft be, 
on thus lofing their valuable ornaments, 
which they had prefer ved with fuch care, is 
much eafier to be conceived than defcribed. 
The gentlemen, as may be fuppofed, could 
not conceal their indignation at thefe out- 
rages ; but all they got from the plunderers 
in return^ were blows with their lances, or 
with knobbed flicks, about three feet long, 
which they generally carried with them, 

' It now began to grow dark ; and it be- 
came neceffary to make a fire ; but as thofe 

who

who carried the firebrands, 'at this time, 
happened to lag behind, the fhip*s cook, and 
two others feeing, on the oppofite fide of the 
river, the remains of a fire, which the na- 
tives had made to burn the long grafs, they 
fwam over, and returned with lighted fire- 
brands upon their heads. 

A fire was now made, and thofe whofc 
turn it was, refted their weary limbs there 
for that night* 
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CHAP. X. 

They ipass the riveh— and soon after 
separate into different parties. 

A HE next day, at ebb tide, they all waded 
over the river; and being vvrithout frefh 
water. Colonel James propofed digging in 
the fand, in order to find fome. The colo- 
nel's propofal was carried into execution, and 
attended with fuccefs. 

Here alfo, the provifioris they had brought 
with them being nearly expended, and the 
fatigue of travelling with the women and 
children very great, the failbrs began to mur- 
mur 5 and every one feemed determined to 
take care of himfelf. 

Accordingly, the captain, with Mr. Logic, 
the firft mate, and his wife ; Mr, Beale, the 
third mate ; Colbnel James and his lady ; 

Mr^ 
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Mr. and Mrs. Hofea ; Mr, Hay, the pur- 
fer ; five - of the children ; Mr, Newmaa ; 
and Mr, Nixon, the furgeon, agreed to keep 
together, and travd on flowjy ^s before-; 
and many of the fcamcn, likewife, induced 
by the great promifes made them by Colonel 
James, Mr, Hofea, &c. were prevailed upon 
to ftay behind with them, in order to carry 
whit little proviiion was left, and the blan- 
kets with which they covered themfelvi?^ ia 
the night. 

While Mr. Shaw, the fecond mate 1 Mr. 
Trotter, the fourth ; Mr. Harris, the fifth j 
Captain Talbot and his coxfwain ; Meflrs* 
Willianis and Taylor; Monfieur D'Efpinette, 
Monfieur Oliver, and their fervants-; the 
(hip's fteward, carpenter, and cooper ; the 
carpenter's and caulker's mates, and the re-- 
mainder of the feamen, among whom was 
Hynes; in all about forty-three, went on 
before. A yoang gentleman, about feven or 
eight years of age, whofe name was Law, 
crying after one of the paffengers, it was 
agreed to take him with therti, and to carry 

him 
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him by turns, whenever he fhould be unable 
to walk. 

' This reparation^ however, did not take 

* place without much regret on all fides. 

* They had fliared together hitherto the dif* 

* ficulties and diftrefles incident to their fi.tu- 

* ation, and through thefe, were familiarized^ 

* as one may fay, to each other; to part 

* therefore in a ftrange land, and almoft 
' without hopes of meeting again, could not 

* be accomplifhed, at leaft by the more fuf- 

* ceptible-jpart, without many pangs* 
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/ CHAP. XL 

THE TWO PARTIES , SEPARATE, BUT 
THROUGH A DELAY OCCASIONED BY 
THE TIDE, MEET AGAIN — ^— THEY 
ARRIVE AT THE RESIDENCE OF TROUT 

THE DUTCHMAN HE GIVES THEM 

DIRECTIONS WHAT ROUTE TO PURSUE, 

HE two parties having come to the fore- 
going refolution, they now feparated; the 
fecond mate and his party going on firft. But 
the next day, about feven or eight o'clock ia 
the morning, thofe who had left the cap- 
tain's party, having been waiting all night by 
the fide of a river, for the ebb tide^ were 
overtaken, and the whole company oncfe 
more united. 

This unexpected meeting, though their 
feparation had been of fo fhort a continuance, 
afforded them all infinite fatistadion. It 
was a moment of tranfport. The inconve- 
niences. 
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niences that had occalioned their difunion, 
were for the prefent forgotten ; and every 
heart glowed with unfeigned afFetSlion. 

Being thus united, they all crofTed the 
river, and travelled in company together, 
for the whole of that day, and part of the 
next. The natives fometimes joined them, 
but contented themfelves with pilfering fuch 
trifles as came in their way, and running 
off with them. 

They now arrived at a large village, wherc^ 
they found Trout, the Dutchman, who 
(hewed them his wife and child, and begged 
a piece of pork. He told them that this 
was his place of refidence ; and again repeat- 
ed, that the natives would by no means fuf- 
fer him' to depart, even if his inclination led 
him to return to his own country. 

He gave them further directions relative to 
their journey, and informed theni of . the . 
names of the places they had to go through^ 
withi the rivers they had to pafs. During

Having, received thefe diredlions from 
Trout, to whom they acknowledged them- 
felves obliged, the Grofvenors proceeded on 
their journey, fome of the natives attending 
them ; who, however, departed as ufual^ 
when it grew dufky.

1 HEY all fpent the following night to- 
gether, but finding in the morning that their 
provifions were expended, EAdreyerving that 
it was low water, a party went down to the 
fea fide, in order to gather ihell-fifh fronxthc 
rocks. 

Thftfe Vv'ho went, were fortunate enough 
to find a confiderable number of c^fters, muf- 
cles, limpets, &c. The beft oyfters they 
found at the mouth of the river, where the 
fea water was a little tind:ured by the frefhes* 
Thefe were divided among the women, chil- 
dren 
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dren, and iici:; fqj jthe tijj? Ijappcning to 
jcomc in ^Jwle tbpy wqrfe ^mplpyod, ttey 
Wfcw .pj:e\:cAted from getting enough ^or 
.<<.yery one., 

AsrfoQa.aSiikhe fifhing party was returned, 

and they had enjoyed their fcanty xepaft, 

. Jihey 9II continued .their march together ; and 

.sybojit twelve... o'.ctock arrived at a imall 

yillage. : ' . 

Hqre an.old man came out with a lance in 
Jbis hand> which heiev£l|ed at our- people, 
making, at the .fame .time, a qoife fomewhat 
ref$mbUng .the report of amufquet. Thi^ 
was fuppofed to mean, that he apprehended 
-they would .k^U his cattle 1 for he inftantly 
drove his. hqrd into. the JCraaL A Kraal isa 
plot of ground within a ring fence, into 
which the natives qf .this country, every 
evening, drive their cattle, ia order to pre-^ 
ferve them from the attapks of the wild beafts* 
The old man did not follow our people, but 
fome other inhabitants of the village did, and 
behaved very Uh 

V2i Our 
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Our party all travelled on together, till 
about four o'clock, when it was once more 
agreed to feparate. The reafons which in- 
duced them to take this ftep, were thefe : 
Had they remained united in a body, they 
.were not a match for the numbers o£ natives 
that in a few hours could comedofwn upon 
them^ havings found that they were obliged 
to be paffive eveit to a" few. Bcfides, by 
marching in feparate bodies, they would not 
be fo much an objedl of jealoufy and fufpi- 
cion to the nations they were. to pafs through; 
and would at any rate divide their attention. 
And further, when in fmall parties, they 
could the more readily procure fubfiftence. 

Induced by thefe reafons, however difi- 
greeable it might be to part, after being 
united, as they were, by misfortune, they 
took different courfes, and feparated, never 
to meet again • V

A HE fecond mate's party, as before enu- 
merated, being that to which Hynes had at- 
tached himfelf, their proceedings muft in

• mains, I believe, to the prefent hour un- 

D 7 ^ known i 
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* known ; and as often as recoUeftion brings 

* it to the memory, I doubt not but it excites 

* a figh from every compaflionate brcaft. 

* But what are the feelings of common hu- 

* manity, to the excitations of friendfliip or 

* affcdtion !-If perfons unconcerned cannot 
' fafhion to themfelves the idea of beautiful 

* arid delicate women, wandering through 

* unfrequented wilds, fubje€t to the rapine 

* arid licentioiifnefs of unfeeling favages ; or 

* of men, lately blefled with eafe an4 a£Hu- 

* erice, becoming a prey to hunger, naked- 

* nefs, and flavery, without being afFcCted 

* by the contemplation ; what pangs muft 

* the friends and relations of the unhappy

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CHAP. XV. 

TMEY CONTINUE THEIR COURSE ALO^C 
THE SEA SIDE — PASS OVER A WOODY 
MOUNTAIN— ARRIVE AGAIN AT THE 
SEA. 

HEY now continued their courfe along 
the fide of the fea, or as near to it as poffible ; 
and this they did for three or four days, that 
they might not be at a lofs for provifions. 
The natives met them fometimes, btit fuf- 
fered them to pafs unmolefted. 

The country near the coaft noW began to 
be very woody, mountainous, and defart. 
And thus it continued, till, on the fourth 
day, they came to a high mountain, the fide 
of which Was covered with wood, and they 
were obliged to take this route, as the rocks 
near the fliore rendered that way impaflable* 



in 
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la order to pafs through this wood, which 
appeared to be of very confiderable extent, 
they began their march before day break, and 
entered it juft as the Sun rofe : And a moft 
fatiguing day this proved. They had a new 
path to beat, where perhaps the human foot 
had never before been imprinted, and as 
many of the company were bare-legged, they 
were greatly incommoded. 

Uncertain which way to -proceed, they 
were frequently obliged to climb the higheft 
of the trees, in order to explore their way ; 
fo that night approached, and they were 
nearly finking under the fatigue, before they 
fcached the fummit of the hilL 

They now found that they had got through 
the wood, and were entering on an open fpa- 
cious plain, which lay before them, with a 
fine ftream of water running through it. Here 
they flept for this night, taking care firft to 
piake an unufual large fire, and keeping ftridk 
watch and watch, the wild beafts being ac- 
cuftomed in their nodturnal prowlings to 
come here for water j which rendered the 

fituatioa 
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fituation of the wanderers extremely perilous, 
and it was with great difficulty they drove 
them off* 

When day returned, Hynes got upon one 
of the loftieft trees, in order to difccrn Which 
way the ica coaft tended. Then it was that 
he found they had another wood,, or.a con- 
» tinuation jof thei fame,. . to go .through, before 
they could defcend to the bottom of the 
hilL 

Having well noticed the windings of the fea 
coaft,. he^came down from the tree ; ^and foon 
after the party fet off, and fliaped their courib 
towards :this wood, in the beft manner they 
were able ; and they reached it juft as the 
night ibut in; overcome with fatigue ; the 
difficulties they had to encounter being almoft 
incredible. Not a path was there to be 
fortnd, but fuch as the lions, tygers, aud 
other ravenous beafts: had made.

• IrCt me here defciibts the form and drds 
of *£he firft nation they had paflfed ^through*

of a cone, upon the top of the head. Their 
nofes^ wtre promineint, and they ^were well 
fealufe/5. In their' form they were robuft, 
and Vfeli proportioned, and they /#ent quite 
naked, except a \flight covering round the 
loins. 

When they go a hunting, or upon the ap- 
pearance bf'bad weather, they wear the {kin 
of fpme wild beaft, a iion^ ^yger, &c. This 
covers them by night, and protefts them by 
day, dther from the heat or the rain. If the 
weather Is hot, »they wear the {kin -fide in-, 
wards ; if it rains, the hairy fide. -One of 
their principal qualifications is, that they are 
extremely fwif t of foot.

The women, who are likewife well pro- 
portioned, and their countenances not un- 
pleaiing, go nearly naked. They wear no 
manner pf cloathing, except a kind of net 
round t|ie middle, which reaches halfway 
dowfi their thighs; but tl^ mefhes of thefe 
nets are fo wide, that it can be fcarcely called 
a covering. 

Their houfes are conftru(fted of poles, 
ftuck into the ground in a circular form, and 
brought together at the top, which is then 
thatched with reeds and long grafs- The 
bottom part is wattled without, and plaftered 
with cow dung within. In the center they 
dig a hole, about three feet deep, wherein 
they make their fire; and round this hole, 
the family, lying on their fkins, take their 
repofe. The conftrudling of their houfes is 
a work in which the women employ them- 
felves, while the men are engaged in fiihiag 
or hunting. 
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CHAP. XVIL

The fight of fuch a ftock of provifions af-r 
forded them no little pleafure. But they 
were at a lofs how to render it of any fervice, 
not one of the party being poffeiTed of an in- 
ftrnment that would cut it. Indeed if it had 
been in their power to cut it up, fome qf 
them, though almoft famiftied, would have 
refufed to partake of it, their ftomachs nau- 
feating fuch food ; while others, having made 
9, fire upon it, dug out with an oyfter-fliell 
the part thus grillecj, and iiaade a hearty 
meaL 

A fine level country now prefented itfelf 
Inland; uppn fight of which, fuppofing that 
they had got out of the country of the Caf- 
frees, and had reached the nprthermoft of 
the Dutch fettlements, fome of the party 
thought it would be mofl: advifeable to take 
their route that way ; while others were of 
ppinion, that it would he fafer and bettef ftill 
fo keep near the fea, 

After many arguments on the propriety 
ftnd impropriety of this ftep, it was at length 
ggreed, eyen reduced as their number ha4 

^eep 
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been by the firft reparation, once more to 
divide* Mr. Shaw, the fourth mate, Mr. 
Harris the fifth mate, Meflrs. Williams and 
Taylor, Captain Talbot, Ifaac Blair, his 
(:oxfwain, and feamen to the numbei* of 
twenty two, among whom was Hynes, re- 
folved to proceed inland ; while the carpen- 
ter, the fhip*s fteward, the cooper, Mon- 
fieiir D'Efpinette, Monfieur Oliver, and their 
fervant, ^ith about twenty-fpur feamep, took 
the fea fliore. 

The party to which Hynes had connected 
himfelf, (whofe route, as before obferved, 
we can alone purfue) ftruck, as they intend- 
ed inland, and marched for three days and 
thr.ee nights through a fine pleafant country. 

In their route they faw a great number of 
kraals, but they were all deferted. Nor had 
they, during the whole tjme, any thing to fub- 
fift on but a few oyfters, which they had 
brought with them from the fea coaft^ and 
fome berries and wild forrel, which they 
gathered on the way. 

E 2 They 
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They therefore thought it moft acjvifeablo 
to return again to the fea^fhore -, which they 
did, and by the time they reached it, were 
in a very weak and low condition* The tide 
happening fortunately to be out, they got^j 
as ufual, fpme fliell-fifh to allay their hunger, 
and repofed themfelves* 

As they proceeded up a fteep hill, foon 
lifter the late fcparation had taken place^^ 
Captain Talbot, being much fatigued, fat 
down feveral times to reft himfelf ; and the 
whole company did the fame. But the 
captain repeating this, through wearinefs, 
too often,, the reft went on, and left him. 
His faithful fervant Blair obferving his maftcf 
\n this fituation, went back, and was ob- 
ferved to lit down by him -, but neither of the 
two were ever mpre feen or heard of, 
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CHAP. JtVIIL 

JIYNES ANP HIS COMPANIONS COME TO A 
SMALL RIVER— FIND TWO OF THE CAR- 
PENTER's PARTY —arrive AT A 
lARGE RIVSJL— ARE CHEATED BY THE 
KATIVES IN BARTERING WITH THEM^ 

HE next day they purfaed their journey^ 
and about noon came to a fmall river, where 
they found two of the carpenter's party, who^ 
not being able to fwim, had been left behind* 
Their joy at thus being overtaken, and ref- 
cu?d from their folitary fituation^ was very 
great i and much mor.e fo when pronaifed 
affiftance in croffing the river. 

Thefe two men had been preferved> during 
the time they were left alone> almoft by mi- 
racle ; for while they were on the beach get- 
ting fhell-fifli, their fire went out; and as 
this.was their only protedtion in the night, it 
E3 is 
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is a'wonder how they efcapcd being devoured 
by the wild beafts. 

It Was with great difficulty that they were 
got over the river by thofe who had over- 
taken them; which at length this was accom-* 
plifhed, and they proceeded together for 
about four days. They came to a river of 
fuch a breadth, that none of the company 
thought it prudent t6 attempt to pafs it/ and 
therefore they marched along the banks of 
it, in hopes of finding a more pradticable 
place. 

In this diredlion they proceeded, until they 
came to a village, where they faw the infide . 
of a watch, which they found fome of the 
carpenter's party had exchanged with the in- 
habitants for a little milk. Perceiving from 
this that fuch a traffick was not unacceptable, 
Mr. Shaw (hewed them the infide of his 
watch, and aiFered them a part of it for at 

calf. 

The offer appeared to be accepted^ arid the 

calf was accordingly driven into the Kraal to 

be 
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t>e killed ; but the natives had no fooner got 
what was to have been the 'price of it into 
their poflefSon, than they withheld the calf, 
which they immediately drove from the 
village*

CHAP. XIX, 

tthey continue their march alonci 
The side of the river, and at 
lengtht cross it, but leave the 
two men behind— again reach the 
sea-shore— ^fall in with a large 
party of the natives — cross 
another river. 

v^UR people continued their march along 
the rivet for feveral days, and in their way 
pafled many villages, without being molcfted 
by the natives. At length they came to a 
part where they thought they might be able 

E4 to 
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to get over^ They accordingly fet abocir 
forming a catamarand^ as before^ with all 
expedition^ which they laufnched, and lafely 
paffed the river^ two of the party excepted> 
who were left Behind.^ 

This river Hynes thinks muft Iwve been 
a mile and half broad ; at which the two 
men, whom they had found by the fide of 
the other river^ were fo terrified, that the raf^ 
was no fooner puflied from the fhore, than 
they quitted their hold, and turned back, fo 
that when the party had gained the oppoiker 
fliore, they .took a laft view of thefe un-r 
happy men, whom they faw no more. 

They proceeded in a flanting direct 
tion, towards the fea fhore, which they 
reached about noon^ on the third day^ Here 
they flept, but found themfelves without the 
neceflary article,, water. Next day, at the 
ebbing of the tide, they got fome ihcU-filh ^: 
and as foon as they were refrcfhed,. they pur- 
fued their journey. 
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In the courfe of that day's march^ they 
fell in with a large party of the natives, which 
Kynes thinks were named Mangonies* By 
thefe they were ufed extremely ill^ and from 
whom, as they were uflable to make any re- 
iiftance, they received many blows* In or- 
der to avoid fuch treatment, they all ran into 
the wood, where they continued till the fa- 
vages were gone, when they re-affembled^ 
and refumed their route* - • 

They had not gdnc far^ before they eould 
plainly perceive imprinted on the fand the 
iliape of human feet > which they concluded 
were made by fome of their late companions. 
With the hopes of joining them, they fol- 
lowed their fuppofed footfteps for a while, 
but at length loft every trace of theicigpong 
the rocks and grafs . 

Thus difappointed, they continued xiizit 
march tUl they came to another river, the 
Water of which rofe to a confiderable heightJ> 
but it was not broad. Upon^ which, they 
mftantly made a fmall catamarand, juft fuf- 
£cient to hold their cloaths,, with a few 
3 oyfters. 
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oyfters^ and their firebrands^ and pufhing it 
before them as they fwanii reached the op- 
pofite (hore in *fafety^ where they relied 
themfelyes* 



CHAP. XX. 

AFTER TRAVELLING TWO DAYS, THEV^ 
OVERTAKE THE CARPENTER'S PARTY 
i— tiiAkN THAT SEVERAL HAD BBtH 
tEFT BEHIND — MAKE KNIVES OUT OP 

TWO SPIKE NAILS CROSS ANOTHEBl 

ilVER-!— FIND A DEAD WHALE ARE 

SURROlTNOED BY A LARGE PARTY OP 
THE NATIVES, BUT NOT ILL TREATED* 

iyURING the two following days they 
met with nothing very remarkable, but at 
the expiration of that period, they overtook 
the party that had feparated from them, 
headed by the carpenter, who feemed to 
have fuffci-ed more than they^ 

Upon 
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tJpon coming up to them they learnt that 
the carpenter had been poifoned by eating 
feme kind of fruit, through hunger, with 
which he was unacquainted. And likcwife^ 
that the two French gentlemen, Meflrs. 
D'Efpinette and Olivier, with their fervant^ 
being totally worn out by famine and fatigue, 
were left behind. The little boy, matter 
Law, was ftill with them^ having hitherto 
borne the inconveniencies of fo long a jour- 
ney, in a moft miraculous manner. 

The two parties being thus once merer 
united, travelled on together, and had 
not proceeded far, before they came to a 
fandy bank, where they found a couple of 
plauks, in each of which was a fpike nail* 
Elated with having obtained what was now 
efteemed as valuable by them as by the Caf- 
frees, they immediately fet fire to the planks, 
and having taken out the nails, flattened them 
between two ftones, and fliaped them into 
fomething like knives* This was a moft 
valuable acquifition to men in their fituation, 
and thofe felt happy who poflefTed them* 

Some? 
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Some way further, they came to another 
river, which they intended immediately to 
crofs } but one of the men accidentally turn- 
ing up the fand, and finding frcfh water, they 
were induced by this fortunate circumftance 
to pafs the night here, which they did, and 
croffedthe river the next morning about nine 
o'clock. 

It had been their conftant pradice, when- 
ever it lay within their reach to make for the 
fca fide, without which, they muft long fince 
have been ftarved. On gaining the (hore this 
day, they were moil agreeably furprized to find 
another dead whale left by the tide on the 
beach* 

But their joy at this difcovery was not a 
little damped by perceiving that they had 
been obferved by a large party of the natives, 
who immediitcly came down upon them* 
As thefe intruders were armed with lances^ 
they had every reafon to conclude that their 
defigns were hoftile. The natives, how- 
ever, no fooner faw in what a deplorable fi- 
tuation they were, and how unable to make 

any 
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any oppofition, than they conduced them- 
ielves in fo pacific a manner as to difpel their 
fears. One of them even lent thofe who 
were employed on the whale, his lance, by 
the affiftance of which, and the two knives, 
they were enabled to cut it into junks : And 
putting thefe into their bags, they purfucd 
their way, till they could find wood and wa^^ 
tcr to drcfs it*

COMPANY CROSS IT HALT TWO DAYS 

FQR THE REST TO COME UP — DEPART 
WITHOUT THEM. 

X HE day following they came to a river, 
where one of the people was taken ill, whom 
they ^yere obliged, from fevere neceffity, to 
leave behind, and faw him no more. In a 
time of general diftrefs, the prefervation of 
one individual muft give way to that of the 
whole. 

Being in poffeffion of the fi/h they had 
lately met with, they had at prefent no i>c- 
pafipn to retard their progrefs by feeking for 

OielU 
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ffiell-fifh ; they therefore profecuted their 
journey with all the expedition it was in their 
power to make^ and they continued to do fo 
for about four days. 

The knives they had with them, enabled 
them to keep a more regular account of their 
time, than they had for a long while done* 
Having procured a ftick, they cut a notch 
in it for every day, and for a Sunday a notch 
crofsways. In this manner they kept a fort 
of reckoning ; but having one day loft the 
jftick as they were croffing a river, they were 
no longer able to refer to it, and the care they 
had taken was of no avail. 

As they generally kept as near as they 
CQuld to the fea-fhore, it is not to be won- 
dered at that they had many rivers to pafs, 
fome of which were very broad. The coaft 
from that part of Caftraria, on which they 
were wrecked, to the Cape of Good Hope, 
abounds with them, confequently their pro- 
grefs was greatly obftrudted, and they .were 

enough 
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enough to deter thofe who could not fwim 
from proceeding. 

They foon after reached a new river, by 
the fide of which they feemed very much in- 
clined to take up their rqiidence .for. the 
night, but as there was no frefh water to be 
ipet with, they thought they fhould be 
obliged to pafs it j however, finding a great 
quantity of large berries which were eatable, 
and which rendered the want of water more 
fupportable, they remained where they were. 

The next morning it blowing frefh, and 
the weather being very cold, fome of the 
company were unwilling to crofs ; but Hynes, 
and about ten others, inipatfcnt to get forward, 
fwam over, and left the reft behind, among 
whom was the little boy. 

When thefe had gained the oppofite ihore, 
they purfued their journey, till they came to 
a place where they met with Ihell-fifh, wood, 
?nd water. Here they halted two days, in 
cxpedlation. of the others coming up, but as 

it 
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It ftill continued to blow frefli, it was con- 
cluded that they had not ventured to crofa 
the water, Hynes and his party, therefore, 
thinking it in rzin, to wait longer for their 
timorous companions, went on; and foon 
afterwards came to another river, which 
they Hkcwife croffed, and having, by dig- 
irtg in the fand, found frefh water, repofed 
there for the night. 
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CHAP. XXII. 

THEY FIND A DEAD SEAL— CUT IT UP 
WITH THEIR KNIFE AND SOME SHELLS 

REFLECTIONS ON THEIR WANT OP 

VNANIMITY ARE OVERTAKEN BY 

THE PARTY LEFT BEHIND PASS A 

PaiNT OF A ROCK, WHERE THEY ARB 

NEARLY SWEPT AWAY BY THE SURF. 

« 

HE returning morning faw them on 
their journey, which they had not purfued 
many hours, before they difcovered a dead 
feal, which the furf had left on the fhore. 
Only one of the knives made of the nails, 
as before related, was in the pofleflion of this 
party, and it was become fo blunt' as to 
be nearly ufelefs ; they therefore fharpened 
it by the fame means as they had at firft 
given it an edge, and with it, and fome 
fharp ihells, which they found on the beach, 
cut up the feal. Having performed this, 
they dreffedvfome of it on the fpot, and car- 
ried 
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ried the remainder with them ; and when 
they came to a convenient fpot for wood and 
water, again repofed themfelves. 

The next morning the party left be- 
hind, overtook that in which Hynes was. 
Since the death of the carpenter, the con- 
ducting it had devolved to the Ihip's fteward. 
It appeared that they had fuiFered much, and 
had^ been feverely treated by the natives, fo 
that what with fatigue, hunger, and other 
incidents, five of them, had died fince their 
feparation.. 

Here I cannot help lamenting, that perfons 
in fo perilous a fituation as thefe poor fhip- 
wrecked wanderers were, ihould ever be. 
wanting in that unanimity which could alone 
cnfure their prefervation, I feel particularly, 
when I reflect on the inconveniencies the 
weaker part muft be expofed to, when de- 
ferted by the healthy and robuft. But what 
excites my moft poignant fenfibility is, that 
the youth, whofe tender years rendered him 
incapable of combating the perils and fa-. 

Fa tigues 
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t^es of fo long a journey, fhouM be left be- 
hind, to the care of thofe who were fbarcely 
able to take care of themfelvesi And ninch 
^ praifc is due to the worthy man who chiefly 
endeavoured to alleviate that fatigue which 
his infant limbs were unable to beaf, who 
heard v^ith pity his unavoidable complain- 
ings ; who fed him when he had wherewithal 
to do it ; and who lulled his weary fojuj to 
reft } A deed fo humane and generous, can- 
jipt efcape the cognizance of thofe powers 
who intereft themfelvcs in the protedion of 
innocence, and will moft afTuredly • atohe for 
many a misfpent hour ! . 

Having fliarcd between them the remainder 
of the feal,and taken fbme repofe,the party fet 
offall together, and after fbme time, came to a 
lofty mountain, which they found they fliould; 
be obHgcd to crofe, or to go round the bluff 
point of a rock which prcgefted coniadcraWy 
into, the fca. 

The latter palfege appearing to be much 

the fhorteft, they chofc that ; but had foo» 

5 reafpn 
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reafon to rcpent.of their determination ; for 
the furf broke fo violently againft the^ rock, 
that they had all nearly been fwept away by 
it. Their efcape was almoft miraculous. 
In their fol^citude to preferve themfelves, 
four or five of the men loft their allowance 
of the feal, of which each bore his fhare. 
But their greateft misfortune was, that their 
firebrands were all extinguiihed. 
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CHAP, xxrii. 

THEY COME IN SIGHT OF SOME NEGRO 
WOMEN, WHO RUN AWAY — THEY RE- 
KINDLE THEIR FIREBRANDS— ARRIVE 
AT A VILLAGE— BARTER WITH THE 
NATIVES FOR A YOUNG BULLOCK- » 

DIVIDE THE CARCASE-^PASS ANOTHER 
RIVER — CARRY THE YOUTH BY TURNS, 

HEY now proceeded on their journey, 
but were greatly difpirited by tl;ie lofs of their 
fire^ an article that was fo neceflary, not 
only for drefling their food, but for their de- 
fence by night again ft the wild beafts, with 
which ihoft of the country they pafled 
through abounded. The inconveniencies 
that muft inevitably attend the extinftion of 
their brands, dwelt upon their minds, and 
threw an additional gloom over their prof- 
pefts* 



As 
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As they marched on in this difconfolatc" 
ftate, they came in fight of feveral female 
natives, who, the moment they were dif- 
covered, took to their heels and ran away. 
When the travellers came up to the fpot on 
lArhich thefe women were firft feen, they per- 
ceived that they had been employed in catch- 
ing mufcleS. But what was their fatisfac- 
tion, when they found that the fire, at which 
they had been drefling their fifh, was riot ex- 
tinguiflied ! With joy they lighted their 
brands, and after having repofed theilifelves* 
a few hours, proceeded on their way. It 
muft be remarked that they ufually flopped 
at thofe places where they found wood fuf- 
ficient to furnifh them with necefi^ary firing, 
but never when they could be fupplied with 
water only, as without wood they could not 
fleep in fecurity. 

The next day they came to a village where 
the natives ftiewed a young bullock, and of- 
fered to barter with them for it. The in- 
fide of a watch, fome buttons, &c. being of^ 
fered in exch ingc, they were readily accepted* 
and the beaf driven into the Kraal, where it 
F4 was 
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yw» krfllcd'by our people, with one ofi the 
flitire'^ lances. 

The natives took the entraUs, with :whkh 
tbisy feenkcd mujc^h pkafed, and the (mnbSi 
was divided among our people in the kXbwr* 
ing manner : That no one might have rcafon 
to complain of an ilnjuft diftribution, aa foon; 
as the whokf was cut into pieces, as equ^ in 
qnantity as pebble, one of the menilocid 
with his back towards them, and bein^ aiked 
wfaa- fhouid have the piece held t^, men<^ 
tioned the name of the perfon* By thir 
m^anB every one of the company were fatisif. 
fied. Nor was the youth forgotten on the 
occafion. 

The (kin aUb was cut into pletesi and difw 
tributed by lot ; and thofe who got any part, 
made a fort of ihoes of it. 

They took up their abode for that night 
near the village, and having formed a cata- 
maraud, next morning, pafTed the river, each 
carrying his portion of provifions* 

^ ^ This 
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^ .This was the only inflance in tvhich they 
had been able to obtain any fuftenahce from 
the natives, during their journey, except now 
^d then, the women would gira die child a 
little milk. Though the age of this young^ 
gentleman, was ill fuited, as already obfervcd, 
to combat the inconveniencies of fb long 
a joumey> yet, ih fuch an ua|nrovided 
ftat6y he got on tolerably well * upon the 
whole. Where the road was even and good, 
be walked^ and was able to keojp.pace w^h 
the party; hut when ihey cktbt to deep 
lands, or pafled through high grafs^ \frhich 
was often the cafe, the people carried hraibjr 
turns. When they went on fiihing j)arties^ 
he was ftationed near the fires, in (HfMr to 
keep them alight ; and on their return was 
rewarded with a part of theipoiL . 
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* CHAP, XXIV. 

THEY PASS A SANDY DESART COUNTRY- 
ENTER A NEW NATION — HALT SOME 
TIME AT A VILLAGE — THE MANNER 
IN WHICH THE NATIVES CHURN THEIR 
BUTTER. 

. X HEY again marched on, and came to a 
fandy defart, which took them ten days to 
pafs. Here they entirely loft fight of the 
natives. In paffing this defart, they had a 
great number of rivers to crofs, fo that had 
it not been for the food they carried with 
them, they muft inevitably have perifhed. 
They fortunately were not at a lofs for wood, 
finding a fufficier^ quantity on the banks of 
the rivers, which ^had been brought down by 
the floods.; and by digging in the fand they 
feldom failed to get water. 

They perceived that they were now got 

into another nation, the people of which, 

6 Hynes 
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Hynes thinks, were called Mambookees *> 
through which they travelled for five or fix 
days. During that period the natives fome- 
times ufed them very ill, and at other times 
XuflFered them to pafs unmolefted. 

Being now upon the borders of the fea, 
they were met by a party of the natives, who 
by figns advifed them to go inland, and 
pointed but to them the path they were to 
purfue. This path they accordingly took» 
and after having travelled about three miles, 
came to a village where they found only wo- 
men and children. 

Here they refted awhile, and the women 
brought out a little milk, which they gave 
to mafter Law. The milk was contained in a 
fmall bafket, curioufly formed of rufhes, and 
fo compaiSt as to hold any liquid. During 
their ftay, they examined feveral of their 
huts, where they had an opportunity of fee-

ing 
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ing die minner in which they churned dbeir 
butter: The milk wat pat inm a ^katfa(a 
faa^, vrhich being hting up in the nuddfe 
of the hut, was pufhed backward and £ar^ 
ard by two pcrfons ftanding at the SdA$ ; 
and this they continued to do, till the 
butter was arrived at a proper flate of am«> 
Mcnce* 

When it ia properly prepared, they mix 
foot with it, to anoint their bodies^ This 
operation Hot only ftt^es them as a iecurity 
againft the intenfe heat$ of the climate^ but 
renders them adtive, and gives them that 
agility which the inhabitants of Africa are 
well known to exhibit both in the chacc and 
in battle. 

While the travellers were reftiiig them* 
felves, the men belonging td the village re- 
turned from hunting, each bearing tkpon the 
point of his aflaygay, hit divifiort ofthcfpoil 
they had taken, which confifted of a piece of 
a deer, Weighiiig about ten pounds* 



As 
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^ A» ibofti a^ they few the fl4»i^er$^ they

The bargain being declined^ the favages 
brought from their huts fticks fuzzed at the 
ends, and feating themfelves round the bowls, 
dipped their fticks into the milk, and thus, 
in a fhort time fuckpd the whole of it up. 

They had fcarcely finifhed their meal, "than 
they all rofe haftily up, and in an inftant 
went oiFin diiFerent diredions, at which our 
people were very much furprized. There were 
at leaft forty of them. The noife of fome of 
their. companions at a diftance feeming to have 
awakened their attention, they fcarapered into 
the woods, and were out pf fight ia an in- 
ftant. 

It 
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It was not long, however, before they re- 
turned with a deer they had killed ; which 
our people begged very fervently to be per- 
mitted to partake of, but in vain ; and night 
coming on, they infilled that their vifitors 
Ihould quit the Kraal. This they were 
forced to comply with, and after walking 
four or five miles, they laid themfelves down 
to reft. 
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CHAP. XXV. 

THEY PASS MANY VILLAGES— COME TO A 
WIDE RIVER, WHICH NINE . OF THEM 
SWIM OVER — THEY KILL A SEAL— SEE 
MANY OF THE NATIVES,

.S foon as the fun arofe, our people pur- 
fued their journey, and continued to do fo for 
jfevcral days, during which they paffed many 
villages, where they faw a great number of 
oxen ; but as they were fb unhappy as to 
have nothing to offer in exchange, they were 
obliged to content themfelves with the fight 
only. The natives would part from nothing 
without a valuable confideration, unlefs it 
was now and then a little milk for the youth. 
They, however, fuifered them to pafs along 
without moleftation. 

They now came to another river, but the 
tide being flood, it was too wide to crofs. Near 
the mouth of it they faw three or four huts, 

which 
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which contained only women and children, 
the men being from home. The fleih of 
fbme iea cows» and fea lions, was hanging on 
the huts to dry^ of wbkh the women gave 
the travellers a part; Hynes (hinks more 
from the irapullc of fear, than from motives 
of hamanity. They ftept that night at a little 
dBftance from thefe huts. 

The next day, nine of the company, amoag 
vfaon wa§ Hyttes, fwam ov^er the river,, white 
^ac tdkp &otXk ah apprehenfioQ of not h^oig 
ahk to fucceed in fuch an attempt, Aaid h^^ 
hind, notwithftanding it.was; not a mile 
over at low water, aad the greater piitt ford- 
abk. 

Thoie who had crofied the river had aot 
proceeded above three or four miles, before 
they ob&irved a feal ileeping juft above high 
water mark« As they drew near, the animal 
awoke, and inftantly made .towards the wa-* 
ter. But being provided with long pointed 
flicks, which they called their mufcle-fticks, 
they fiurrounded him, and thus cut off his 
retjceat, by which means they at length killect 

him 
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him/ As foon as he was dead, they cut his 
ilefh into junks, and taking every man his 
portion, proceeded oh their march. 

They travelled four or five days, during 
which they faw many of the natives, who 
behaved upon the whole, tolerably civil. 
Now and then indeed, they encountered 
fome, that after overhauling them, (as the 
failors exprefs themfelves), gave fome of 
them a blow or two.

CHAP. XXVL 

rm MANNER IN WHICH THEY PASSED 
THE RIVERS-— THEY FIND A WHALER- 
CROSS A SANDY DESART— COME TO AN 
ALCOVE WHERE SOME OF THEIR COM- 
PANIONS HAD RESTED THEMSELVES* 

HEY now came to another river, which 
they were obliged to crofs. In pafling thefe 
rivers^ wlien they did not conftrud: a cata- 
marand, their ufual method was to tie their 
cloaths up as tight as poilible^ and then 
fatten the bundle with a band round their 
foreheads, by which means it appeared fome- 
what like a turband. Into the front of thefe 
bundles they ftuck their firebrands, which 
jftanding upright, were thus kept from being 
extinguifhed by the water* 

Two of the party in crofling this river, 

were unfortunate enough to drop their brands; 

3 «he 
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the lofs, however, was made up by the reft, 
in the heft manner they were able. 

Having paifed the riVc^, they proceeded 

on their route, and the next day found a 

^whak. Being thus provided for a time, and 

of courfc there being na neeeility for their 

•hurrying on. as ufual, they took up their 

^bode on- this fpot for two days, in hopes of 

tke.other party falling in with them. But 

as they afterwards learnt, thofe they had left 

behind, by keeping more inland, had isiifed 

them, Arid got on befbrd,; '' " ' ' " 

They had by this time cut up as much of 
tlie whialer as they could cari^, ktid being 
much refre/hed,' they purfufed thei^ journey 
with alacrity, having now' no riebeaJty to 
turn outof tfie Way, or to' loiter in 4u^flrof 

Thus they went on for eight or teii days, 
during which they had many rivers to ford y 
and as they travelled, they difcovered by 
ibme fbiall pieces of rags they found feat- 
tired here and there, which could only l>e- 
G 2 long 
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long to their countrymen^ that their friends 
muft have pafTed by them. 

A large Tandy defart now lay before them^ 
which feparates the nation of the Mambuc^ 
iees from the Tambuckees *. This they [en- 
teredy and finding towards the clofe of the 
firft day, that there was but little profpedl of 
obtaining either wood or water, they were 
much difheartened. To their great joy, 
however, at the entrance of a deep gulley, 
they faw written on the fand the following 
direiSion : * I'urn in here and you will Jind 
plenty of wood and water. ^ 

They were not backward in obeying the 
pleafing mandate 5 and on entering the gul* 
ley, found a neat alcove, where, from the 
infcription, the remains of their extinft fires, 
and feveral other traces, they were aflured 
their late companions had repofed them- 
felves. 



* The nation of the Tamlmchts Ues rather to the fouthward 
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The next day they continued their jour- 
ney, and went on for the four or five fuc- 
ceeding ones, without meeting with a fingle 
interefting circumftance, except that their 
fatigue increafed as they proceeded. 



CHAP. XXVII. 

OBSTRUCTED BY A ROCK, THEY LEAVE 
THE SEA SHORE— FIND MANY LAND 
CRABS, SNAILS, &C.— FALL IN WITH 
A NUMBER OF ELEPHANTS— REMARK- 
ABLE LENGTH pF THE GRASS— ARE 
REDUCED TO GREAT DISTRESS FOR 
FOOD. 

.S they went on, a bluff point of a rock 
pr?fented itfelf, which, upon coming up to, 
they found to projedt fo far into the lea, as 
to hinder their progrefs. They were there- 
fore obliged to betake themfblves again to the 

more inland parts. 

G3 The 
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The^ fbod with ^hi^h the whale had fur- 
niftjed. ,tl)pni wa^ . pow exhaufted, Th^y I>ad 
npt^ hQVftypr^ proceeded far, before they 
cfp^ tp A Urge pond of water^ and here 
they detcrmwe4 to pais the night. Some, 
therefore, inflantly fet about looking for 
wood, while others carefully examined the 
banfcs of the pqwj^ in hopes of finding fome 
kind of fufteaance. 

While ihp.^ttt yrcK thvis employed, they 
luckily found a great number of land crabs, 
faailfi^ fornix ^c* on which they made a very 
fati«fcdqry. meal, and then enjoyed a com- 
Ibftablp flight's, reft. 

As foon as the day broke, they rofe re- 
freflied, and again continued their march. 
At length coming to a wood, which extended 
a long way to the left, towards the fea fide; 
tJbey entered the fkirts of it, and as they 
jppcc^ded, they obferved many trees torn up 
by the roots. 

They were not a little furprifed at this 
circumftancej but they had fcarcely got 

through 
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* 

through the wood, when their furprife was 
converted into aftoniihment and terror ; for , 
in the long grafs with whicK the ground was 
ebvered, up ftarted thirty of forty large ele- 
phants. At a lofs whether to retreat or to 
proceed, tkey ftood for fome moments in a 
ftate of fufpence ; however, by taking a cii'i . 
cuit of afeouf a hundred yard«, they pafleA 
thefe enormous creatures witlibut their doing 
them any injury, or following ^^herni. 

The graft, in this place, Hynes fup^ofes, 
might be about eight or nine feet high'. - A 
height that may feem fomewHat extraordinar;^ 
to perfons not acquainted with tropicil fitua- 
tions and their efFedts, but which is kiioWn, 
by thofcwho have, not to exceed the truth. 

The author had heard, before he was 

. hioifelf an eye witnefs of this phenomenon, 

the following circumftance relative to it, 

from a gentleman, whofe ingenious works 

the world have been long acquainted with, 

G 4, and 
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and who refided a coniiderable time ia 
Africa. 

Being one day inclined to make a (hort 
cut acrofs a piece of land, of little more than 
an acre ia •xtent, he had nearly loft his life 
in the attempt. What with the loftinefs of 
the grafs, and the extreme heat of the fun, 
it was with the utmoft difficulty that he ac- 
compliflied his purpofe. When he opened 
a pafTage through it with his hands, in order 
to get forward, excluded as he was from the 
air, the fun fcorched him almoft to mad- 
nefs : And when he fufFered it to remain in 
an ereft ftate, in which it formed a canopy 
over his head, he was almoft fuiFocated for 
want of breath ; fo that his prefervation was 
nearly a miracle. 

But to return to the fhipwrecked travels 
lers. ^ They reached the fea fhore that night, 
but the tide being in, they could procure no 
fhell fifh. This they felt very feverely, 
as they had fafted a long while, and befides, 
were totally worn out with fatigue* 
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By fuch an extreme of hunger were they 
opprefled, that thofe who were ftill in pof- 
ieflion of the fhoes they had made out of 
the fkin of the young bullock, or had pre- 
ferved the worn out pieces of them, having 
linged the hair off, broiled them; 'and of 
this unfavory diih, rendered as palatable as 
it could be made by fome wild celery 
which they found there, the whole party 
partook. 
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CHAP. XXVIIL 

THEY OBSERVE THE VESTIGES OF THEIH 
MESSMATFS— FALL IN WITH MANY OF 
THE NATIVES,BUT ARE NOT MOLESTED 
BY THEM — ARRIVE AT CAFFRARIA--^ 
SEE A LARGE PARTY OF THE NATIVES 
EXERCISING THEMSELVES IN THROW- 
ING THE LANCE— DRIVEN OUT OF THE 
CAFFREE DISTRICTS,

JT low water they went as ufual to the 
rocHs to procure fhell-fifh, and as they pro- 
ceeded on, they often perceived evident traces 
that the divifion of their party they had left 
behind, had now got the ftart of them. 

After having travelled two days more, they 
fell in with a hunting party of the natives, on 
the fea ihore, Thefe tnen were diftinguifhed 
from any they had feen before, by wear- 
ing on the right foot a kind of (hoe, 
which they ufcd in hunting. When they 

took 
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took a leap, they bounded from that foot, 
and in doing this they fhcwed great dex- 
terity. 

The travellers were permitted by this party 
to pafs quietly along -, and during four or 
live days that they marched through this 
diftridl, though they fell in with many vil- 
lages, and faw a great number of the natives, 
they were not in the leaft molefled« 

Soon after they came to a fmall * river, 
which they fwam over ; and the fame day 
they arrived at another. Both thefe rivers 
were fait, as were likewife all the wells 
which they dug near them; fo that they 
were obliged to allay their thirft with fu<;h 
berries as they could find. 

In three or four days they came to a more 
barren country, the natives of which ap- 
peared to be poorer than thofc they had 
hitherto met with. They had no cattle, 
nor any thing to fubfift upon, but what they 
procured by fiihing and hunting. 

Here 
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.Here the travellers encountered innumcra— 
ble difficulties. Thefe were not, however, 
of long continuance^ for it was not above 
three or four days more before they reachea 
the nation of the CafFrees, which they found 
to be a populous and fine country. We may 
judge of the beauty of it from the following 
exclamation of Monfieur Vaillant, on ap- 
proaching the Sneuwberg mountains. * What 

* a change, fays that writer, from the charm- 

* ing country of CafFraria ! here are no fine 

* paftures or majeftic forefts to delight the 
^ eye !' 

During their march through this nation, 
they one day faw a great number of the na- 
tives, (Hynes believes near three hundred) 
exercifing themfelves on a fine gradual flope, 
in throwing the aflaygay or lance. Being 
arranged in two lines on oppofite fides of the 
lawn, one of* the men rolled, with all his 
ftrength, from the top of the defcent, a 
wooden ball ; and fo expert were they, that 
in its paflage they Would lodge their lances 
in it. 

They 
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They continued their march through the 
whole extent of this fine country ; but not- 
with landing it abounded in cattle, the in- 
habitants would neither beftow any upoa 
them, nor fuffer them to purchafe any by 
way of barter. Nay, fo apprehenfive were 
the natives of the ftrangers ftealing their cat- 
tle, that they conftantly drove them away as 
they approached the Kraals. Nor was their 
precaution confined to this point ; wherever 
the Englifh came, they were driven away 
with fticks, ftones, and other miffile wea- 
pons : So that all the food they were able to 
obtain was fhell fi/h, coUeded from the fea 
fide. Without this refource, they mufi: long 
iince have perifhed. 

* As there fubfifted at this time an invc- 

* teratc enmity between the Caffrees and the 

* Dutch colonifts, wha had treated them 

* with unparalelled cruelty, this may ac- 

* count for the behaviour of the former to 

* the fhipwrecked Englifh, who, being of the 

* fame colour with the Dutch, partook of 

* their refentment. The Caffrees are other- 

wife. 
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^ wife, according to monfieur VaiUant, a 
* humane and quiet people/ 



CHAP. XXIX. 

$OME ACCOUNT OF THE CAFFREES* 

1 HE account Hynes gives of the Caf- 

* frees being fo confined, (and no other could 

* be expedled from' a perfon paffing curforily 

* through the country, overwhelmed with 

* diftrefs), a more particular defcriptiqn of 

* that people from two modern writers, one 

* celebrated for his botanical knowledge, the 

* other for^ his tafte in natural hiftory, but 

* more efpecially for his very entertaining 

* and interefting travels into the interior 

* parts of Africa, may not prove unaccept- 
^ able to the reader. 

The 
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* The men among theCafFrees/ fays lieute- 
nant Pattcrfon, * art from five feet ten inches 

• to fix feet highy and well proportioned, 

* and in general evince great courage in at- 

* tacking lions, or any bcafts of prey. 

• The colour of the CafFrees is a jet 

• black*, their teeth white as ivory, and 

• their eyes large. The cloathing of both 
^ icxes is nearly the lame, confifiiing entirely 

* of the hides of oxen, which are as pliant 

* as cloth. The men^wear tails of different 
< animals tied round their thighs ; pieces of 

• brafs in their hair, and large ivory rings on 
^ their arms ; they are alfo adorned with the 

• hair of lions, and feathers fattened- in their 

* heads, with niany other faiitaftical orna-* 
^ ments. 

* From the difFarenc^ bfetw6en the* tomplexion, hair, zni 
ornaments of the natives of the dKbridl, Hynes fays, tl^py firll 
pafied through after leaving the (hip, and that of the CafBrees^ 
as here defcribed ; and alfo from the number of days they ha<l 
travelled according to Hynes's account, before they reached 
Cafiram, t^e i» certainly great reafoh to bdieVe that the 
Grofvenor was lofiL much neasec thelin^ than the 38th or 39th 
degree of fouthernlatitude, which has hitherto been fuppofcd to

' They 
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' They arc extremely fond of dogs, which 

* they exchange for cattle ; and to fuch a 

* height do they carry this paflion, that if 

* one particularly pleafes them, they will 

* give two bullocks in exchange for it, 

* Their whole exercife through the day is 
^ hunting, fighting, or dancing. They are 

* expert in throwing their lances, and in 

* time of war ufe fhields made of the hides of 

* oxen. 

* The women are employed in the culti- 

* vation of their gardens and corn. They 

* cultivate feveral vegetables, which are not 

* indigenous to their country, fuch as to- 
' bacco, water melons, ar fort of kidney 
' beans, and hemp. The women alfo make 

* bafkets, and the mats which they fleep 
^ on. 

* The men have great pride in their cat- 

* tie i they cut their horns in fuch a way as 

* to be able to turn them into any fhape 

* they pleafe, and they teach them to anfwer 
f a whiille. When they wilh their cattle to 

^ return 
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return home, they go a Mttk way from the 
houfe, and blow this^ fmall inftrument, 
which is made of ivory or bone, and fo 
Gonftruifted as to be heard at a great dif- 
tance, and in this manner bring all their 
cattle home without any difficulty, 

* The foil of this country is a blackifh 
loomy ground, and fo .extremely fertile, 
that every vegetable fubftance, whether 
fown or planted, grows here with great 
luxuriance, 

* There are great variations in the cli- 
mate, but I had no thermometer to ob- 
ferve the degrees of heat. It feldom rains, 
except in the fummer feafon, when it is 
accompanied with thunder and lightning. 
The country, however, is extremely well 
fupplied with water, not only from the 
high land towards the north, which fur- 
nifhes abundance throughout the year, but 
-from many fountains of excellent water, 
which are found in the woods. From 
what I obferved of this country, I am in- 

H ' duced 
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^ duced to believe that it is greatly fuperior 

* to any other known part of Africa, 

* The woods produce variety of arborious 

* plants, and fome of a great fize j they arc 

* inhabited by elephants, buffaloes, &c. 

* There were dlfo variety of beautiful birds 

* and butterflies j but they were fo fliy that 
^ I y^as able .only to preforve two birds of 

* that country/ ,-

JL O judge of the CaiFrees by thofe I had 

* feen/ fays Monfieur Vaillant, ' they are

* pride and courage. The features of the 

* CaiFrees are likewife more agreeable, none

* the negroes of Mofambique, but a well-

' ting afide our prejudice* with refpedt to 

* colour, there are many women among 
^ them who might be thought handfome by

. * The hair of the Caflfrees, which is 

* ftrpng and curling, is never greafed, but 

* they anoint the reft of their bodies, ^vith a 
\ view of making themlelve? adivc and 
< ftrong, 

^ The men are more particular in decora- 

* tions than the women, being very fpnd of 

* beads and brafs rings. They are feldom 

* feen without bracelets ^on fheir legs and 

* arms, made of the tufks of an elephant, 
^ which they faw to a convenient thicknefs, 
' and then polifh arid round. As thefe rings 
'* cannot be opened, it is necefliry to make 

* them big enough to pafs the hand through, 
' fo that they fall or rife ' according to the 

motion of the arm.

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f Sdmetirnes they place fmall rings on the 
^ arms of their children, whofe growth foqn 
;* fills up the fpace, and fixes the ornament, 

* a circumftance which is particularly pleaf- 

* ing to them* 

* They likewife tiiake necklaces of the 

* bones of animals, which they polifli aijd 
^ whiten in the moft perfe<3: manner. Some 

* conteixt theipfelves with t|ie leg bone of a 

* flieep hanging on the breafi, which is 

* thoughtas^pleafing a decoration as a patch 

* on the face of d pretty woman^ 

^ In the warm feaibn the Cafixee^ only 

* wear their ornaments i when the weather 

* is cold, they yiake ufe of krofes made of 

* the Ikins of calves or oxen,.whiudh re^ch tp 
' the feetf . . 

* Qne particularity which deferves atten- 

* tion, and does not pxift elfewhere^ is, that 

* the CafFree women care little for orna- 

* ments. Indeed, they are well niade, and 

* pretty, when compared to other favages ; 
' and never ufe the uncouth profufion of 

H ^ ' Hottentot 
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' Hottentot coquetry, not even wearing 

* copper jbracelets. Their aprons, like thofe 

* of the Gonaquais, are bordered with fmall 

* rows of beads, which is the only vanity 

* they exhibit, 

' The fkin tliat the female Hottentet ties 

* about the loins, the Caifree woman wears 

* as high as her fhoulders, tying it over the 

* bofom, which it covers. Th^y have, like 

* the men, a Kros or cloak of calf or ox fkin 

* divefted of the hair ; but it is only iii the 
' cold or rainy feafon that either fex wear it, 

* Thefe, fkins are as foft and pliant as the 
' fineft'llui!^s: 

* Let the weather or feafon prove ever {o 

* bad, neither men or women cover their 

* heads. Sometimes indeed, I have fcen 
^ the head of a CafFrec adorned with a fea- 

^ tlier ftuck in the hair, but this 'figlit is by 

* no means common.' 

* One part of the daily occupation of the 

* women is makmg earthen ware, which 

* they fafhion as dexteroufly as their huf- 

3 * bands 
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bands : they likewife mike a curious kind 
of bafkcts, arid prepare tlie fields for. feed, 
fcratching the earth, rather than digging 
it, with wooden pick-axes. 

* The huts of the CafFreies are higher and 
more commodious than thofe qf theHotten-^ 
tots ; they are compofed of a kind of crofs 
bar arl?purrWork, very ftrpng ;and compadir, 
covered both within and without, with, a 
mixture of earth, clay, and cow-dung^ 
The opening or door- way is fo low, that 
to enter the dwelling you mufl: crawl on 
your hands and knees. The hearth or 
fire place is in the centre, furrounded by a 
circular rin* which, rifcs two or three 
inches. 

* Thela^?.pf Caffrari^, either ftom their 
fituation^or the^umber of faiaU i^ivers that 
refrefli them, are more , fertile than thofe 
of the Hottentots^ The CafFrees pradlifc 
agriculture, which proves they are not na«* 
turally wanderers. 

H4 ' Ihave 
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r rkaVe rcmaHced/ continued Monfi^ur 
Vaiflant, * that notwithftanding the beauti- 

* ful forefts. that adorn Caffraria, and de* 

* lightful pafturcs which fpring up and al- 

* moft cover the animals who feed on them^ 

* with the numerous rivulets and brooks diat 

* meander in a thoufand difFereirtdiredions, 

* the oxen, cows, and almoft all other animate 

* in this country are fmaller than thofe of the 

* Hottentots. This peculiarity certainly 

* arifes from the properties of the fap which 

* gives the grafs a different quality. I have 

* made the obfervation both on domeftic and 

* wild animals^ which never acquire the fize 

* of thofe bred in the dry barren countries I 

* have ^fied through. 

* Induftry is a leading trait In the charac- 
^ tercfthe Caffrees. Some arts, taught In- 

* deed by neceiJity, a love of agriculture, 
^ with a few religious dogmas, diftinguifh 

* them as a' more civilized people than thofe 

* lowatds the ibuth. 

• Circum- 
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^ 'Circumcifion/ whick is :geiaberally pinac- 
tiftd amon^gtheirii proves tiaat Aey dAer 
ow^e their origin to an aixcieBt people, or 
have fimply imitated the inhabitants of 
ibme amghbouiing cduntry^rof whom they 
hove no loagea: fmy irentembrariice, n&tl^er 
do they ufe it (as they &y) inaixjr :religi{)W 
or;myftical fenfe* • 

* Th^y entertain 4 very; high opimon of 
theXupreme .being, and iofhis power ; be-" 
UovQ in a future ftatc, wherc^the good wHl 
be rewarded and the wicked punifhed ; but 
ha^e no idea of the creation, thinking' the 
world had no'b^ginning, aiui iwill ever con- 
tinue in its prefent ftate. They have no 
iacred. ceremonies, and never pray. They 
inftrud their own children, . having no 
priefts ; but inftead of them a kind of for- 

■ cerers or conjurors, whom they greatly dif- 
' tipguiih and revere. 

* The caiFrees are governed by a chief or 
^ king,whofe power is very limited, receiving 
^ no tax, having no troops at his command, 
' but being the father of a free people ; nei- 

* ther 
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* ther attended nor fefared, but refpe6ted and 
' beloved, and frequently poorer than man j 

* of his fubjedis. 

^ Being permitted to take as many wives 

* as he pleafes, who think it an hohbur to 
^ belong to him, it is neceflary that he fliduld 

* have a larger portion of land to cultivate, 

* and a greater number of cattle to tend and 

* feed; thefe being his only refources for 

* the maintenance of his numerous family, 

* he is frequently in danger of being ruined. 

^ His cabin is neither higher nor better 

* decorated thin the reft ; his whole family 
^ and feraglio live round him, compofing a 

* group- of a do2;en or fifteen huts ; the ad- 

* joihing land is generally of his own culti- 
^ vation* - 

^ It i« a cuftom among the CafFreea for 

* each to gather his own grain, which is 
' their favourite hourifhment, and which 

* they grind, or rather crufli between two 
^ ftones ; for which reafon, the families living 

* feparately, each furrounded by his own 

* planta- 
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* plantation of corn, occalions a {mzUJl^orJ 

* to occupy a large portion of ground, a,i:ir- 
^ cumftance never feen among thp Hot- 

* tcntots, 

^ The diftance of the different hoords 

* makes it neceffary that they ihouldeach 

* have a chief, who is appointed by the king* 

* When there is any thing to communicate, 

* he fends for and gives them orders, or ra- 

* ther information, which the chiefs bear to 

* their feveral hoards. 

'^ The principal weapon of the Caffrce is 

* the lance or affaygay, which, fhews his dif- 

* pofition to be at once .intrepid and aoble, 

* defpifing, as below his courage, the eptve- 
^ nomed dart, fo much in ufe aioao^^fhis 

* neighbours ; feeking his enemy face to 
^ face, and never throwing his lance but 

* openly. In war he carries a fhield of about 

* three feet in height, made of the thickeft 

* part of the hide of a buffalo; this defends 

* him from the arrow or affaygay, but is* not 
^ proof agaipfl a mufquet balU 

' The 
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* The Caffrec alfo manages with greit 

* ikill, a. club of about two feet and half 

* long, faiadc of a folid piece >of wood, three 

* or four inches thick, in the largefl: part, 

* and gradually diminifliing towards one of 
''^ the enda. When, in a clofe engagemtent, 

* theyrftrike with this weapon, or frequcnt- 
. * ly throw it to the diftancc of fifteen or 
. * twenty psie^i- in which . cafe it Seldom fafls

* The fovereignty here is hereditary, the 

* eldeft fon ever fuccfeeding* In default of 

* male heirs, itis not the king's brother that 

* fucceeds, but the eldeft nephew ; and in 
^ cafe fthc king Jbould have neither children 
^ nornephews, the chiefs of the different 

* hoords efeiSt a Idngj an event which is 
^ fometimes attended by an oppofition of in- 

^ tereft, and^pirit of party a^l dabal^ which 
' ^ generally coneliides by bloodlhed. 

* Polygamy is cuftomary among the Caf- 

* frees, their marriages are eVen nioire fimple 

* than thofe<rfAe Hottentots, the paricrits 

* of the bridegroom being always content 

' with 
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^ with his choice ; the friends of the bride 
^ are rather more difficult, but fddotn fe- 

* fufe th6it confeiit ; aft6f which thej rfc- 

* joice, drink and dance for weeks together, 
' according to the wealth of the' families ; 
^ but thefe feafts are never held but on the 
*• fifft efpoufals. 



* They have no inufic^ inftruments buC 
fuch a« are ufed by the Hottentots. As 
for their dances the ftep is not unlike the 
ErigUfh,

^ the niother divide the property hfe has left 
' between them* The da.ughteti5 daitotag

prefles an inclination for thcin. 

* I fhall carry thefe deta^s no farther,' 
concludes Monf.

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It may be neceflary to add, for the infor- 
mation of thofe who are unacquainted with a 
part of the globe fo feldom mentioned, that 

* The country known by the general deno- 

* mination of CafFraria, is a very extenfive 
' region, bounded on the north by Negrb- 

* land and Abyflinia ; on the weft by part of 

* Guinea, Congo, and the fea ; on the fouth 

* by the Cape of Good Hope ; and on the 

* caft by the fea. It is divided into feveral 

* territories and kingdoms, of which little is

* long, and 660 broad. But the part now 

* inhabited by the people named the Caf- 

* frees, is much more conjfined, it extending

-BOUT three or four days after this our 
people came to a river, and as foon as they 
had crofled it, were met by a party of the 
natives, one of whom had a piece of a filver 
buckle belonging to the fhip's cook ftuck in 
his hair. 

It feems the cook had bound bits- of cloth 
about his buckles in order to preferve them, 
as he fet a value upon them ; but it now ap- 
peared that he had been obliged to break 
them up in order to barter away for food. 
And even when he had done this, (as they af- 
terwards found) he was difappointed, for, 
as had invariably been the cafe, except in the 

inftance 
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iilAance of the young bullock before men-^ 
tioned, no fooncr was the price depofited^ 
than the purchafe was with-held^ and but 
people driven away* 

In the fame mariner, the party, with whoni 
Hynes was, were driven away by the body 
of natives, they had now fallen in with/ and 
obliged to continue their march till near ten 
o'clock at night, when coming to a place 
where there was a little wood and water^ 
they repofed themfelves • but they fat orf 
again before it was light, in order to avoid a 
repetition of the ill treatment they had re- 
ceived from the natives the preceding even- 
ing* / 

About tv^elve o'clock on that day, they 
came to a place, at which, as thdre was 
good water, with a probability of getting plen- 
ty of fliell-fifhi and where, being very much 
fatigued, they determined to fpend the nights 
They did fo, but the rain pouted dowft fo 
Violently, attended with thunder and light-^ 
ning, that four of them were obliged to 

I ' hold 
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hold their canvafs frocks over the fire to 
prevent it from being extinguiihcd. 

They ftaid next day till it was low 
water, as well to get jfhcll-fifli, as to dry 
their cloaths, which had been thoroughly 
foaked by the rain : fo that they did jiot 
commence their march till near eleven 
o'clock. About four they arrived at a large 
village, where the inhabitants affembling to- 
gether, fet upon our people, whom they 
treated very roughly. 

Several of them were wounded by their 
aiTailants, and among others, Hynes, re- 
ceived a wound in his leg from a lance, the 
fear of which was vifible when I met with 
him. . Another had his fcuU fradared, 
which rendered him delirious ; and he con- 
tinued fo till he died ; an event that foon 
after took place. 

Hynes was knocked down, and being 
fiippofed by his companions to be dead, was 
left on the fpot. He remained in a ftate of 

infen- 
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ihfenfibility for fome time. At length, how- 
ever, he recovered i and v^hen he did fo^ 
the natives were at a confiderable diftance off, 
and his countrymen totally out of fights 

Remembering froni the ^ace of the coun- 
try the way they intended to purfue^ he fol- 
lowed as expeditioufly as he was able 9 
and in two or three hours came up with the 
party. His appearance gave great fatisfac- 
tion to his companions, who concluded 
that he had been killed by the favages, but 
were very happy to find their miftake*

jL R,0M this time tbey iaw ao mo^e huts, 
and found they were entering on a very large 
fandy defart. After travelling fevieraj days 
upon it, they fell in with three of the na- 
tives, who feeing our people advance, imme- 
diately fled into the country, and were not 
£ccn again. 

It was now with the utm^oft difficulty that 
they could procure food^ the fea fide feldom 
proving rocky. And when they found a 
fmall reef, on which there wa» a probability 
of procuring any fhell-fifli, they were per- 
haps otvliged to wait half a day for the ebb 
tide, it being impoflible to get at them till 
then. 

3 When 
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When they tame to a place where any 
were to be caught, they were Very aflidubus 
to coUedl as many together as they could ; 
they then opened them in the fire, and taking 
outthefifli, put the whole in a cloth, and 
carried them by turns. Difrobed of their 
/heils they were lighter, and confequently 
more portable* 

In four days more they arrived at a large 
river, which they afterwards learned from 
the Dutch was named Bofchifman's river^ 
Here they found Thomas Lewis, who being 
fick, had been left behind by the other 
party. 

He informfed them that he had travelled 
inland, aind had fallen in With many huts, 
at bnte of which he had got fome milk, 
and at another beaten. He added, that 
reaching the place where he nbw was, he 
had found himfelf fo weak, and the river 
fo wide, that he knew it was impoffible for 
him to attempt to crofs it, or indeed to bear 
any more hardfhip or fatigue. He was there- 
fore, he faid, determined to return to the 
I 3 nearcft 
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neareft Kraal^ as the natives could but kill 
l>im^ and he w^s fure to die if he proceeded « 

In vain did his companions ftrive to gtt 
the better of this prepofleffipn. They vrould 
have perfuaded him to hold up his head, and 
look forward with a hope of out living his 
prefent hardftiips^ and getting at laft fafe to 
the Cape, 

But all their encouragement was ineflfec-' 
tuaj ; both his body and his fpirits were fo 
broken down, and his cup of life fo imbit-. 
tered by fuch a long fucceflion of hardflilps, 
that def air found him an eafy prey i (he had 
laid her hands on him, and would not quit 
her hold. In fpite of all their intreaties he 
went back to the natives, and mofl: probably 
found there a fpeedy termination of his 
woes. 
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CHAP- XXXIII. 

THEY FIND ANOTHER WHAL]E -^ ARE 
ALARMED BY THE WILD BEASTS -— 

ov:ertakb rwoop their companions 

•^-THE CORPSE OF THE COOPER CAR- 
RIED OFF BY WILD BEASTS — THEV 
SLEEP ON THE ROCKS. 

V-/UR people loitered near the fea fhore, in 
hopes of meeting with fome kind of fufte- 
nance, when to their great joy they were 
fortunate enough to find another dead whale. 
Their ftock of provifions being thus reple* 
niflied, they halted where they v were two 
days, which very much refrc(hed them. 

During this period they cut the flefli of 
the whale, as ufual, into junks, and taking 
as much with them as they could well carry, 
crofled the river on catamarands. 

1 4 They 
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They now once more loft fight of the na- 
tives and their huts, and were kept in con- 
tinual alarms by the wild beafts, whofe in- 
ceflant howlings in the night greatly difturbed 
and terrified them. For thefe parts were 
more particularly infefted than any they had 
hitherto paffed through. 

On the fourth day after they had paffed 
the river, they came up, about noon, with the 
little boy, and the fhip's fteward. Prom them 
they learnt, that, the evening before they had 
buried the cooper in the fand, at no great 
diftance, Hynes having a curiofity to fee 
the place, the fteward accompanied him. 
But to their great furprize and horror, they 
found that fome carniveroua animal had taken 
up the body, and carried it off. They were 
convinced of this by traces in the fand, for at 
leaft half a mile through which the creature 
jjad dragged the corpfe in a very irregular 
manner* 

They alfo could plainly dUlinguifh, by the 
veftiges of thefe ravenous beafts on the fand, 
the manner in which they provv^l ift the night 

for 
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for their prey: As they fcent along the 
ground, it could be difcerncd that they turn 
afide to every ftone and ftump of a tree, in 
order to examine whether it would be pro- 
dudlivc of any thing to fatisfy their appetite^ 

Hynes*s party prefented the fteward and 
the child with fome of the flefli of the whale, 
which they eat, and were much refrefhed. 
They now all proceeded together, and 
continu,ed to do fo for eight or ten days. 
How the youth was able to hold out for 
fo long a time, and through fo many diffi- 
culties, muft excite the' wonder of every 
ime. 

They came to a point of rocks, and as 
their whale was by this time wholly ex- 
pendedjj they thought it proper to go round 
the edge to fearch for what fuftenance the 
fca might afford. This they did, but it 
took up fo much time, that they were 
obliged to fleep upon the rocks, where they 
could only procure fuch water as was brack-

N the morning the fteward and child were 
taken ill, and being unable to proceed, they 
requcfted the reft of the party to continue 
where they^were that day. This was readily 
confented to. The next day they all found 
themfelves difordered> through the extreme 
coldnefs of the rock on which they flept, 
againft which, the little cloathing they now 
had was not fufficient to defend them. This, 
as may naturally be fuppofed, muft greatly 
afiedt men, broken down with fatigue and 
anxiety, as they were, 

Theftcwardand child ftill continuing ill, our 
people agreed to ftay another day, and if, at 

the 
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the expiration of that time, they fhould not 
be better, they would be under the difagree- 
able neceflity of leaving them behind. 

Their humanity, however, was not put 
to this fevere teft ; for in the courfe of the 
night the poor child refigned his breath, and 
ceafed any longer to fhare with his com- 
panioiw in their fatigues and forrows. 

Having prepared early in the morning 
whatever they could mufter for breakfaft, 
they intended to have called him to partake 
of it as iSbon as all was ready, being willing 
to allow his tender frame as much indulgence 
as poffible. They had left him, as they fup- 
pofed, afleep, near the fire, around which 
they had all refted during the night. But: 
what was their furprize, when, they found 
that his foul had taken its flight into another 
world ! 

' Alas fweet youth, thy bark, too early 
* launched by misfortune on the tempeftuous 
f feaof life, though it withftood the boifter-

• ous Wall much longer than could have been 

• cxpcdled at thy early years, was at laft 

• obliged to yield to the impetuous waves, 

• and was overwhelmed by them before it 

• could reach fome fheltering haven !* 

The afFeftionate concern of his fellow 
iufferers, particularly of the friendly ftew- 
ard, who had afforded him all the fuccour 
in his power, during their long and perilous 
journey, I have endeavoured to reprefent in 
us juil and flriking a manner as my abilities, 
and the defcription the narrator could fur- 
liifh me with, would enable me to do in the 
annexed plate*. 

The witnefTes to this affefting fcene being 
BO longer able to render him any afliftance, 
dicy bellowed a laft figh on the departed in- 
nocent, and leaving him in the place where 
the cold hand of death had arrefted him, 
moved on. 

Thcfteward, who ftill continued ill, did 
not find his iUnefs or his forrows alleviated 

by 
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by this frefli affliiaion ; on the contrary^ the 
lofs of a young perfon be fo. much valued^ 
and who had fo long been the obje<5fc of his 
tendered care, nearly oVef wheUried hinii and 
it was with the utmoft difficulty his com-* 
panioijs got him along* 

Tbey> however^ did get on, and had 
walked about two hours, as Hynes thinks, 
when Robert Fitzgerald afked for a fhell 
of water : Hynes complied with his re- 
queft> and he drank it with great avidity* 
—He then aiked for another fhell full, 
which having received and drank with 
equal relifh, he laid himfelf down, and in** 
ftantly expired* 

His companions left this man likewife on 
the ipot where he died, and departed without 
being much fhockcd at the event; as every 
oi>e of thenxwas now worn out with hunger 
and fatigue, and rather con£dered fuch a 
deliverance as a confummation (^voutly to 
he wilhed> than to be dreaded* 

They 
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They however proceeded, and about four 
of the fame day, a^iother of the party, Wil-^ 
liam Fruel, complained of his being very 
weak. Having faid this, he fat down upon 
the fand by the fea fide. H^re his com- 
panions, compelled by neceflity, left him, 
and went on, in order to feek for 'wood and 
water, telling him, that if they could find 
cither, they would return, that he might 
partake of the benefit. 

At fome little diftance they turned their 
eyes back, and faw that he was crawling 
after them. And having fought in vain for 
a comfortable refling place, they lifcewife 
were obliged to lay themfelves down on the 
fand for the night, without having been able 
to find a drop of water. 

RecoUeifting the fituation of Fruel, one of 
the party went back to fee if he could get 
him on. But notwithflanding the perfon 
went within view of the place where they 
had left him, he was not to be fcen : and 
they all concluded, that as he had nothing 

to 
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to fhelter or proted him, the wild beafts 
had carried him off. 

As foon as day light appeared, they pro- 
ceeded on their journey ; and as they had 
had no water fince the middle of the fore- 
going day, they fufFered exceedingly from 
thirft. The glands of their throats and 
mouths were much fwoUen, and at length 
they were neceffitated to drink their own 
water^

HATEVER their diftreffes had 
been, they were not to be compared to the 
fituation to which they were now reduced^ 
Indeed they now experienced the extreme of 
human mifery* 

The next day, which was the fecond iri 
which they had exifted without food or wa- 
ter, they were fo very thirfty^ that when 
any of them could not furnifh himfelf with 
a draught of urine, he would borrow a ftiell 
full of his companion who was more fortu- 
nate, till it was in his power to repay it. 

Here 
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Here the fhip's fteward, and another of the 
party, unable to furvive their melancholy fitU- 
ation^ expired. 

Our people were ftill obliged to fleep upoti 
the fands, the track they purfued being 
bounded on one fide by 'mountains of fand, 
and on the other by the fea i and they con- 
tinued withdut food or water, except thfc 
half of a fi{h which they found in their way. 
But this fcarcely afforded a mouthful to each. 
Indeed fonie would not touch a bit of it, left, 
without water^ it fhould only add to the 
mifery they already endured* 

Next morning tw6 more 6f the party 
were reduced to a very languifhing ftate, bilt 
they ftill walked on, dreading to be left bd- * 
hind. One of them, however, had not pro- 
ceeded far before he laid himfelf down, un- 
iable to proceed a ftep farther. Hi^ com- 
panions (hook hands With him, and recom- 
mending him to the protediion of heaven, as 
it was not in their power to afford him any 
aliiftance, left him to expiree. 

^ K They 
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They again went on, but without finding 
any alleviation to their woes, till about five 
o'clock in the afternoon, when they came to 
of a deep guUey, which they entered, in hopes 
meeting with water* Here they found another 
of the Grofvenor's crew dead. He was ly- 
ing upon his face in the fand, with his right 
hand cut off at the wrift. So fingular a cir- 
cumftance could not but excite the ^oni(h- 
ment of our people; and it was rccoUcAed, 
that while living, it was a comoion aflever- 
ationufed by the dec?afed, ^ May the Devil 
cut my right band off if it be mt true.* Ex- 
traordinary as this might appear, and ridicu* 
lous as any inference may be thought by fome, 
the fa<ft; is no lej[s true than ftrange, and it 
very fenfibly affe(3:ed, for the time, his mcff*^ 
mates. 

John Warmington, the boatfwain's mate, 
who was one of thofe that lofl: their cloaths 
in croffing the river, as before related, 
took this opportunity of fupplying himfelf 
by ' appropriating to his ufe a . part 
of thofe which were found on the de- 
ceafed. 

Notwith- 
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Notwithftanding their diftrefled fitiiation^ 
they marched on till night, and then laid 
themfelves down to fleep^ without taking 
any fuftenanccj but what their own urine 
afforded th^m. 

The next day brought no abatement td 
the miferies of thefe famiihed wanderers. 
NeeefSty^ however, impelled them to pro- 
ceed, though nothing but defpair prefcnted 
itfelf. To fiich a ftate of weaknefs were 
they now reduced, that they had proceeded 
but a little way, before another of the party 
dropped, and was left to his fate. 

Thiey were npw reduced to three^ vii^ 
Hynes, Evans^ and Wormington ; and thofe 
were nearly on the point of (baring the 
fate of their companions. Their faculties 
drooped apace ; they could fcarcely hear of 
fee ; and at the fame time a vertical fun 
darted its beams fo intenfely upon them, that 
it was with the utmoft difficulty they got on.

EXT morning the three forlorn travel- 
krs went on; but by this tinie their thirft 
was fo extreme, (the only liquid they had to 
quench it adding to their torment) that 
Wormington earneftly importuned Hynes 
and Evans to determine by lot who fhould 
die, in order that by drinking his blood the 
other-two might be preserved. 

Hynes was grown fo weak, that he was 

almoft chilciifli. Upon hearing Worming- 

ton's propofal, his tear^ flowed in plenteous 

3 ftreams 
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ftrcams down his checks, but he would by 
no means confent to it. He faid, that if, as 
they went on, he fhould become fo very 
feeble as to drop, they then were at liberty 
to do what they pleafed with him, if they 
thought it would tend to their own prefer-^ 
vation ^ but as long as he was able to walk,

^ tiire fliudders at the bare idea !' 

K 3 Hyne5 
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Hynes and Evans now made another effort 
to get on, but with their beft exertions they 
made very Httle progrefs. About ten o'clock 
they faw fomething before them, which had 
the appearance of large birds. Elated With 
the fight, th^y entertained a hope of beingj 
able to get fame of them, and therfchy aU 
lay the torments they endured. 

But what was their furprize to And, a* 
they approached nearer, that they were 
men. Being nearly blind, and almoft 
in a ftate of idiotifm, they did not at firft re- 
coiled who their new found companions, 
tvere j; but after fome time they difcovered 
that they were fqur of the fteward's party, 
from which they bad been feparated. One 
of them, a lad about eleven years of age, 
whofe name was -Price, came a little way to 
meet them; their firft enquiry was,

The party they had thus joined, now made 

enquiry in their turn, what was bec9me of

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the reft of Hynes's companions. To this he .

mingtoq, whom they had left behind them 
that morning. Upon which Berney, Leary, 
and FrancifcQ de Laflb, went in fearch of 
him. 

Before Leary and De Laflb fet out, they 
charged the two who remained behind, by 
no means to permit Hynes and Evans to 
have much water, as feveral had expired by 
drinking too freely and eagerly. But fo im- 
patient were they to quench that thirft, Which 
had fo long tormented them, that they laid 
themfelves down to drink at the fpring, and 
might have exceeded the bounds of prudence 
had not Price and the other clofed up the 
fand, and thereby prevented them. They 
then took them to an alcove, at a little dif- 
tance, and having given them a fmall quan- 
tity of fhell fiih, left them to their repofe, 
while the former went out to forage.

^EARY and De Laflb having found Wor^ 
piington, returned with him; and when 
Hynes apid Evans awoke, they began to re- 
count to each other the hardfliips they had 
encountered, particularly in traverfing over 
the laftdefaj-t. 

Hyneswasinformeid'by Leary that they 
had l)uried on it the Captain's fteward. 
After which they h^d nbt gone far Jbefore 
they were reduced to fuch diftrefs for prp- 
vifions, that a confultatioh was held 
what was to be done in their prefent exi- 
gency, in which it was determined to fend 
two of the party back, in order to cut off 

fome 
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Ibme of the flefli of the recently buried ftew- 
ard; and bring it for their immediate fup- 
port. ) 

The two men accordingly fet out for that 
purppfe, but having over fliot the place, they 
turned about to regain it ; when through the 
kind interpofition of Providence, inftead of 
taking back to their companions, difgufting 
human fle(h, they carried the more pleafing 
jSefli of a young feal, which they found clofe 
to the fteward's grave, newly driven on fhore, 
and frefh bleeding. This proved a moft 
feafonable relief, and enabled them to reach 
the alcove, where they now were. 

They likewife gave Hynes and his two 
companions an account of the Angular man- 
ner in which they got {hell fifh. They had 
obferved on the banks of a river a great num- 
ber pf birds, in the a<Sl of fcratching up the 
fand ; after this they foared into the air with 
fomething in their mouths, which they let 
fall upon the ftones, and then defcending 
took up their prey, Thefe manoeuvres catchy 

ing 
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injg the /attention bf thfe hungry trivellets, 
they watched the birds for fomc time, ind 
coming up to the place, they found- ^rtrt 
when the tide was in, the fhell-fifli, as there 
were no rdcki Oh that Cdkft, bartt^'ifem- 
felves ift thefand, and attraftlng* tHe iMiild* 
tive depredations of the birdsV ^dE* ofiteufiHd 
in the foregoing manner.

Among other clfcnmftances Which Hyhes 
^nd Evans recounted in their tufnto^ the p^r- 
ty they had joined, they mentioned that thfc 
fliip's fteward, whom they had left to expire 
<dA thtJ ^oa^, had very decent cjaaths on 5 
khd th^ft'being articles which the latter ftqod 
VriiJtch' iii''ndid xrf"; one of thfe party, whofe 
inaYfte was Dodge, pro^fed^if.EvAris would 
5C^e<«^ hirti ftie Mrafjr, to go back and bring 
them: ' '- ' ^ 

T^HUi;^ wfioWas by thi* tfanii tolerably re- 
covered, accepted the propofal, and they fct 

out 
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otit together early the next morning, tn the 
evetting Evins returned, faut without hife 
companion. On being afked the reafon of 
coming aloqe^ he informed them that Dodge 
had been fo very indolent, and came on fo 
llowly, that had lie walked his pace, he 
;(hould nevQr have got back to the alcove* 

He further related to his companions, that 
when Dodge and he reached the place where 
^he fteward had beeij left, they could fee no« 
thing of him, from which it was concluded 
that he had died> and afterwards been car- 
ried away b^ the wild feeafts. 

As ibr Dodge^ he was fteaby E'^ans lag- 
ging a coafidaubk v^j hphinA } .but as he 
did m)t joiii his.cofflp^monsi and was never 
ieen after, Hynies entertained not a doubt, 
but that Jbc had al£> become a prey t©^ the 
wild beafts | as laot a da;^ pafTed without their 
feeing lions, tygers, or wolves. Of wolves 
they had feen twenty at a time lying in the 
^afs; and ia order to drive them away> it 

was 
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was their comirion praftice repeatedly to 
fhoiit ^as loud as they could, which never 
failied of having a proper eifefl;.

HEY employed themfelves for the two 
following days in colleding (hell-fifli, which 
they broiled, in order to conftitute a ftock of 
prbvlfiohs for their march. Having obtained 
a fttfficicht quantity, they conftrufted- a ca^ 

tamarand^ 
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tamarand; . and pafled the river*. This they 
efFe<aed ,with vccy great difficulty^., as . it ,w«* 
of a great breadth^ jfnd the current fy ftrwg, 
that they had nearly been driven out to fea 
by it. 

When they had gained the /hore, they 
could not help looking back with terror and 
amazement at the length of the way they had 
been driven down by the rapidity of the 
ftream. Here tbejr likewife fbun^ the fpe- 
ciesof fhell-fifli that hides in the fand, as 
before^ relatecji. According to Uynt^V ao- 
count it, is £jf a triangular form^ aa4 iu^^.thc 
powfrr of finking, withgreatfacilityi.witere- 
ever it finds moifture, which it ,did nearly as 
fa^ as they c^uld dig:for»them^ It iaabismt 
two inches long, aud three broad,;and point- 
ed at poe ^ndy with which it makes its way, 
into the fand. 

The whole party by this timeconuitedof il? 
perfonsonly, an4 they travelled on together 
ftillover a defart, country, where neither hlit

native 
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or native was to be feen. After proceeding 
about fix days^ ihey caine to another river^ 
which Hynes fays he has fince heard is called 
Schwart or Black river> where they took 
up their abode that night. 

The country now began to wear a more 
plealing afpeft. It appeared to be more fer-» 
tile than any they had paffed for fome 
time» and at a confiderable diftance from the 
fliore they could difcern huts 4 

An accident happened in this place which 
gave them great alarm* The grafs by^ 
fome means taking lire, it fpread with 
fuch rapidity, that it was with the utmofl 
difficulty they were able to extingtiifh it* 
Their apprehenfions upon this occafion were 
Tery poignant, as they were much afraid the 
blaze would bring the natives down upoa 
thein> and excite their refentment. 

The next morning they fwam over the 
liver, which was not fo wide as the former ; 
and they had not gone far before ih^j faw 
another whale lying on the fca fhore. Being 

thus 
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thus provided with food, they determined to 
ere<!t a hut, and to reft themfelvcs.ibnifofar 
or five days. But on fearching foir ^tbr^ 
ihat neceflary article was not to be met with. 

They therefore cut up a part of the wh^le, 
and when each of them had got as much as 
he could cotiyenicntly carry, they pi^pceeded 
"on their toiite* They had not, however, 
travelll^d ahWe two hoursf before th^y eacufe 
to a much more? defirable fyotf where ^jhey 
halted; and repofed themfelves.

EXT morning four of the party went 
back to the whale, in order to bring oiF a 
larger fupply; and De Laflb and the boy 
(Price) were left to take care of the fire, and 
to gather wood againft the return of night. 

During the abfence of the four, the boy, 
who was in the wood, perceived at a little dif- 
tance two men, each with a gun in his hand ; 
and being much intimidated at their appear- 
ance, retired haftily towards the fire, whither 
he was purfued by them. 

Thefe 
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Irhefe men belonged to a Dutch fettlement 
in the neighbourhood, and were in fearch 
of fome ftrayed cattle, when they perceived 
Price j and obfervihg at the Tame time the 
fmoke which arofe from the fire, concluded 
he would take that way, and followed him 
to it. 

Th6 ham6 of one bt the men wis John 
Battoreis, who being probably a Portuguefey 
and De Laflb an Italiauj through the great 
iaffinity of thefe two languages, they made 
ihift to underftand each other* 

When Batlbres heard their riielancholy 
tale, he defired they would tondudt him to 
the place where their companions were. 
Upon which they all went back together to 
the whale, wherd they found our people 
employed in cutting it up. 

Battores made them throw the whole of 

the whale's flefli away, and defiring them 

to follow him^ promifed that they ihould 

have better food, and be fupplied with every 

L neceffary 
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neceflary when they reached the habitation 
to which he belonged. 

The joy that inftantly beamed forth in 
every breaft, upon receiving this pleafing in- 
telligence^ is not to be deicribed» or fcarcely 
to be conceived* And the efFefts it pro-^ 
duced were as various as extraordinary. 
Every faculty feemed to be in a ftate of 
violent agitation ; One man laughed s another 
cried ; and another danced. 

Comfort and thefe unhappy wanderers had 
been fo long eftranged to each other, and 
their nervous fyftem was fo out of tone, that 
the convulfive expreffions of their fatisfac-* 
tion are not to be wondered at. But their; 
Spirits grew more compofed when they were 
inforniked that they were now within the fet- 
tlements of the Dutch, and not more than 
four hundred miles from the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

The fpace they had to walk to the houfe, 
which was three miles diftant, was com- 
paratively 
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paPatively tripped lightly over, notwithftand- 
ing they were fo much enfeebled by their 
long and tedious march* The recital tSf feme 
of their adventures beguiled the way 3 and all 
Was rapture, all was peice, 

BattOfes wa^ not the mafter of the hbiife iti 
Vlrhich their fteps were direfted, but princi- 
pal fervant to Mynheet Chrlftophet Rool'- 
tofF, who, \Vheft he wa^ rtiade acquainted 
with their diflreffes, treated thtm with gteat 
kindnefs* • 

He imtiiediateiy ordered foiile bread arid 
hiilk to be given them ^ but under a mif- 
taken idea, he fiirniflied them with fuch a 
quantity, that by eating voracioufly^ and 
overloading their ^omachs, they had nearly 
killed themfelveSi After they had made 
their meal, facks were fptead upon the 
groud for them to repofe on* 

It had been a long while fince^they had 

known any thing of the calculation of time j 

days, weeks> and months had imperceptibly 

L i flipped 
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flipped away, without their being able to 
note them according to the accuilomed di« 
vifions. 

They Were now informed that the day on 
which this happy reverfe of fortune took 
,place, was the 29th of November, fo that as 
they were fhip wrecked on the fourth of 
Auguft, it muft have been one hundred and 
feventeen days fince their leaving the fhip ; 
during which time they had fuffered incredi- 
ble Tiardfhips, and had often been preferved 
almoft miraculoufly.

HE next morning Mynheer RooftofF or- 
dered a fheep to be killed, upon which our 
people breakfafted and dined. After this, 
another Dutchman, whofe name was Daniel 
Quin, and who lived about nine miles dif- 
tant, came with a cart and fix horfes to con--*, 
vey the party towards the Cape, 

Hynes thinks that Quin was a kind of a 
commandant. Monfieur VaiUant thus fpeaks 
of the methbd by which the colonifts obtain 
the title of commandant. ' A colonift' fays 
he, * who lives two hundred leagues up the 
^ country, arrives at the Cape, to complain

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• that; the CafFrees have taken all his cattle % 
^ and intreats a commando, which is a per- 
' miflion to go, with the help of his neigh- 

* hours, to retake his property ^ the gover- 

* nor, who either does not, or feigns not to 

* underftand the trick, adheres ftridkly to the 
^ fadis expjefled in the petition : a preamble 
^ of regular information would occafion long 
' delays ; a permiffion is eafily given— tis but 

• a word— .the fatal word is written, which 
^ proves a fentence of death to a thoufancl 

♦ poor favagcs, who have no fuch defence 
^ or refources ^$ their pcrfecutors'. This 
account gives us an idea of the commando 
or cpwniandants of that country, (fuch a one 
Quin probably \ya$,) and like wife of the dif- 
pofition of the colonics fit^ated in the in- 
terior parts. 

Rut to return to the travellers. --The boy. 
Price, wfepfe legs was ijbre from the hard- 
ilhips he had undergone, was kept at Myn-v 
heer Rooftpff's, who kindly undertook his. 
cure, and ^id he would contrive to^ fcod him 
aft?r the reft. 

The 
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The others went in the cart that was pro- 
vided for them, but the path, or road, if it 
may befo called, was fo very rugged and 
bad, that they were almoft fhook to pieces. 
They paJTed two farm houfes before they 
reached Quin's, where they ftaid four days 
to refrefh themfelvcs. 

From this time they were forwarded in 
carts from one fettlement to another, till 
they came to Swellendam, which lies about 
one hundred miles from the Cape. During 
the whole of the way, wherever they pafled 
the night, all the farmers in the neighbour- 
hood ufed to affemble in order to hear their 
ftory ; and being moved with compaffion 
gave them many little neceflaries of which 
they flood in need. 

At Swellendam they ftaid till the deputy 
governor, who refided at that place, fent a 
meflenger to the Cape, as there was at this 
time war between Holland and Great Bri- 
tain, to know of the governor what was to 
be done with them. An order at length 
L 4 came 
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came for two to be fent to Cape town, to 
be examined. The others were dired:ed 
to remain where they at prefent were. 
Wormington and Leary accordingly pro- 
ceeded to the Cape, 

Hynes and the reft ftaid at Swelleridam, to 
the beft of his recoUedlion, about a month, 
and during that time they had an opportu- 
nity of obierving that the country around 
this place is in general rocky ; but in the 
vallies there are vineyards, paftures, an4 
corn fields •« 

They afterwards learnt that Wormingtoi^ 
and Leary, after having undergone an ex- 
amination, werefhipped on board a Dutch 
man of war lying in the bay, with directions 
for tbcm to be put to work. Here they re- 
mained for fome time, but Wormingtcm hav- 
ing difcovered, one night,, that the boat- 
f\yain had fmuggled fome pepper from the 
ihip, he imprudently hinted that he would 
give ipformation of what was going forward. 

; Upon 
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Upon which the boatfwain defired him and 
his coinpanion Leary to get into the boat ; 
which they had no fponer done, than he 
put them both on board a Danifli Eaft In- 
diaman, that was then weighing anchor^ 
and which immediately failed. By this 
fortunate incident, thefe two had an op- 
portunity of getting firft to their pwa coun- 
try. 



CHAP. 
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CHAP. XLT. 

THE DUTCH. GOVERNOR SENDS A BODY 
OF TROOPS TO SEARCH FOR THE WRECK 
OF THE SHIP, AND FOR THOSE WHO 
WERE LEFT BEHIND. — THEY MEET 
WITH SOME OF THE PEOPLE, BUT 
RETURN WITHOUT REACHING THE 
WRECK. 

JL HE governor at the Cape having learnt 
from the information of Wormington and 
Leary, the particulars of the lofs of the 
Grofvenor, and the confequent fuiFerings of 
the crew and paifengers, notwithftanding 
the enmity that fubfifted at this time be- 
tween the two nations, was excited by that 
humanity which does honour to human na- 
ture, to fend out a large party in quell of the 
unhappy wanderers. 

This party or detachment confifled of one 
hundred Europeans, and three huhdred 

Hottentots, 
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Hottentots, attended by a great number of 
waggons, each drawn by eight bullocks. The 
command was given to a Captain MuUer, 
who had orders to proceed, if poflible, to the 
place where the ihip lay, and load them 
with fuch articles as could be faved. After 
which, they were to endeavour to find out 
fuch of the fufFerers as were wandering about 
the country, or in the hands of the natives. 

It being neceflary to have fome of thofc 
who had palTed over the extenfive tradt that 
was to be explored, as guides, De Laflb and 
Evans, who had now tolerably recovered 
their flrength, were fixed on for that pur- 
pofe* Hynes ftill continued very ill, and 
Price had not yet reached Swellendam. 

The party took with them beads, and a 
number of trinkets, in order to ranfom thofc 
of the unfortunates that might fall in their 
way. And they proceeded till the na- 
tives interrupted their paflage. The difiea- 
tions between the Caffrees and Colonifts, as 
already noticed, may have occafioned this 
interruption. 

In 
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In their way they found three of the fhip- 
wrecked mariners, viz. Thomas L^wis, 
William Hatterley (or Hubberley) and a- 
nother. William Hatterley was the fervant 
of Mr. Shaw, the fecond mate, and he had 
kept company with that party till all but 
himfelf had expired. He then walked on, 
melancholy and forlorn, till he had reached 
the fpot where he was met by the Dutch* 

At other places on the road they met 
with feven more men,(Lafcars)and two black 
women, one of whom was fervant to Mrs. 
Logic, the other to Mrs. Hofea. From 
thefe women was obtained the following in- 
terefting information : They faid, that about 
five days after the party to which Hynes had 
attached himfelf parted from the captain 
and the ladies, they alfq took feparate routes, 
the latter intending to join the Lafcars ^ but 
/what became of either, after this feparation 
had taken place, they knew not. They in-* 
deed faw the Captain*s coat upon one of the 
natives, which led them to conclude that hq 
was dead. 

After 
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After the waggons had been prevented by 
the natives from proceeding, fome of the 
party travelled fifteen days on horfeback, m 
profecution of their plan ; but the CafFrees 
ftill continuing to harrafs them, and ob- 
ilrudling their pafTage, they were obliged to 
give up the undertaking; and they came 
back, after having been abfent three months^ 

Captain Muller returned to Swellendam 
with his troops, bringing with him the feven 
Lafcars and two black women, together with 
the three Englifhmen he had picked up on 
the road, the boy Price, and his two guides 
De Laflb and Evans ; but the farmers who 
had attended the expedition with their wag- 
gons, filed oflf to their refpeftive homes in 
the different colonies* 

The black people were detained at Swel- 
lendam, and the Englifli were fent to the 
Cape, , where having undergone a long ex- 
atnination by the Governor, he permitted 
them to take their pafTage for Europe on 
board a Danifh fhip, then lying in the har- 
bour, that wanted hands. ^ 
5 The 
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The captain of the Dane promifed to 
land them in England^ as he palTed through 
the channel, but being very fhort of hands^ 
he carried them all to Copenhagen, except 
Price, who was put on fhore at Weymouth^ 

* From Denmark they foon after* reached 

* London ; furnifhing an example to Britifh 

* feamen, that even the moft unparalelled 

* hardfhips are to be furmounted ; and that 

* when they leave their native country, on 

* the moft hazardous or moft diftant expc- 

* ditions, a return to it is not to be defpaired 

* of. And while we fympathize in the woes^ 
' or lament the lofs of thofe who were left 

* among the inhofpitable favages, we cannot 

* but admire the goodnefs of Providence in 

* fo miraculoufly prefer ving thefe few/ 

* Hynes*s account not containing ib paf- 

* ticular an enumeration of the perfons lofl 

* through this unfortunate accident, as that 

* given in the Gentleman'^s Magazine for' 

* September, 1783, a tranfcript of that ac-^ 

* count, as far as it relates to this point, may 

* not be unacceptable here ; efpecially as it

Among thefe unfortunate people were fe- 
veral French officers, prifoners of war, who 
were coming to Europe^ 

* My heart' continues he, * was wounded 
by this afflidling detail ; a thoufand pro- 
jects bewildered my head. I could hot be 
above fifty leagues from the unfortunate 
fpot* Various means occurred to fuccour 
the unhappy fiifFererS, whole fituation was 
fo truly deplorable. Lpropofed thefe means 
to my companions, but every propofal was 
refufed. In vain I offered prefents, pray-s 
ers, intrcaties ; nay, even threatnings had 
no more weights I however flattered my- 
felf, I (hould find among the Colonifts 
fome, whofe hearts would not only enter 
readily into my pacific meafures with the 
Caffrees, but affift in every endeavour to 
fuccour the unhappy people that had been 
M 2 * fhip- 
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* fhipwrecked ; the image of whofe misfor- 

* tunes perpetually foUowed me, 

* How cruel a fituation for women ! con- 

* demned to drag a painful life in all the 
' horrors of agonizing defpair, A defire to 

* procure them liberty ; to bring them away 
' with me ; employed all my thoughts, and 
' deafened me to every obftacle/ 

A party of the Caffrees having paid him 
a friendly vifit at his camp^ he informs us 
farther OA this fubjed, ' that the news of 

* their departure made him the more eager 

* to queftion them, as he had by no means 

* forgot the unhappy fufferers who were 

* ihipwrecked in the Grofvenor** 

* They could not,' fays he *, ' give me fo 

* ample an account as I wifhed in this par- 

* ticular, being fimply acquainted with the 

* fad:. Situated towards the north weft, 

* they were farther from the fea than myfelf, 

* and could give no pofitive account of this

* melaa- 
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melancholy cataftrophe : They had. Indeed, 
feen fome of the efFedts taken from the 
wreck, which had been exchanged with 
other hoords for cattle; even the CafFrees 
now at my camp pofleffing; fom^ trifling 
part of the property. One Ihewed me a 
piece of filver coin which he wore at his 
neck, and another a fmall key. They 
likewife defcribed, as well as they could, a 
curiofity which had been divided among 
them. By their accoxmt I judged this 
muft have been a watch, whofc wheels 
they had feparated, and formed into dif- 
ferent ornaments. And I was convinced I 
was right in my conjeSure, when on fliew- 
ing them mine, they all exclaimed it was 
the famp thing, only of a different colour, 
theirs refembling the piece of coin the 
CafFree wore abodt his neck. They added, 
that the moft valuable of the eiFedts had 
been taken by their countrymen that in- 
habited the fea coaft, who were in pof- 
feffion of a great quantity of pieces fimilar 
to that they had fhewn me. As for the 
people who had efcaped the wreck, they 
had been informed fome were found dead 
M 3 * upon 
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* upon the fand, but that others, more for-» 

* tunate, had reached fame country inhabited 
^ by white people. 

Mopfieur Vaillant having entered the 
country of the CafFrees, attended by a few 
pf his Hottentots, and falling in with a fmall 
party of the Caffrees, he thus continues the 
fubje(9: *. ^ I enquired about the fliip- 

* wrecked veffel, but learned little more 
^ than I was before apquainted with : That 

* it had been caft a\yay on the coaft of Caf- 
^ fraria^

* I judged this melancholy event had hap-» 
pened beyond the country of the Tambou-^ 

* ches, as high as Madagafcar, towards the 
^ channel of Mofambique. Thefe people 

* affured me, that, befides the difficulties I 

* fliould have to encounter, after having 

* pafTed their limits, among feyeral other 

* rivers^ we muft crofs bne that was too wide 
f to be fwam over, and muft advance a great 
^ way towards the north to find it fordable.

.OWEVER monotonous this and every 
journal muft appear, where ftri6t regard is 
had to making it a faithful narrative, the 
author is well aware, and he begs the candid 
reader to obferve, that as he writes not either 
for fame or profit, but purely to inform 
thofe who may hereafter be in the fame un-p 
happy fituation, of many incidents which he 
believes never before appeared in print, or 
happened to any one, he thought it better to 
give it in its prefent unadorned ftate j and he 
truAs upon perufal it will appear a fimple 

relation 
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relation of fa€ts : that they are fo, he has not 
the fmalleft reafon to doubt. 

Hyiv^ was always uniform in his recital, 
and in order to try him^ the author has often 
turned back twenty or thirty pages, to afk 
him further queflions as a corroboration of 
what he had already written, and conftantly 
found that the fad impreffion feemed fo deep« 
ly engraven on his mind, that he invariably 
told the fame artlefs tale. 

Perils and dangers feemed to be this poor 
fellow's lot. For on board us he was very 
pear fharing a fate equally unhappy. Ourihip 
Jiaving juft pafled the braces in Balafore 
roads, ftruck upon a fand called the French 
Flat, and continupd for a time to baffle every 
means that human reafon could fuggeft to get 
her off. 

In this fituatipn fhe remained for near an 
hour^ beating with fuch violence as caufed 
both ends to vibrate dreadfully ; fo that every 
moment flie was expected to go to pieces, and 

the 
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the maft5 to tumble about our ears, when 
every foul would in all probability have pe-p 
rifhed, as the tide was at ebb, and it blew 1 
frefh gale. 

Fortunately, however, fhe was got off, 
and after all was over, I afked Hyries how 
he felt upon the occafion. To which he 
replied, that he expedted he ihould have had 
the fame fad fcene to go over again ; an4 
with much lefs probability of efcaping ; for 
if he had been driven on fliore he muft inevi- 
tably have periled by the fangs of a tyger, 
as every one knows that all along that coaft 
to Ingelee, at the entrance of the Houghley 
or Ganges, thoufands of thofe moil ferocious 
of animals inhabit } and fo bold are they, that 
fome Iiave been known to fnatch a man out 
of a boat, even in the middle of the day. 

But to return to the Grofvenor.— Upon 
refledtion, it feqms a veiy great pity that the 
captain fhould have quitted the place where 
the fhip was wrecked. By colle<5ting the 
Scattered fragments of the wreck, as they 

drove

drove on (bore, a boat, .one would fuppofc 
might have been conftrudted capable of con^- 
taining the whole of thofe who were favcd^ 
as was done by Captain Wilfon of the Ante- 
lope packet. And particularly fo, as the 
carpenter's and caulker's crew all got fafe on 
ihore. 

They might then have coafted it along 
fhore, putting into every bay as they pro- 
ceeded, in order to water and refreih, ' They 
would thus have found a much eafier and 
quicker paflage to the Cape, than by at- 
tempting, as they did, to travel by land, fub- 
jedl to a thoufapd difficulties, the flighteft of 
whi:;h were much too arduous and fatiguing 
for delicate women and children to en« 
counter, 

And here, though cenfure ought not to in- • 
trude itfelf into the manfions of the dead, the 
author cannot help refledling upon the con- 
dud of the third mate, who appears to have 
been highly culpable, in not attending to the 
firft alarm of feeing land, and inftantly con- 
vincing himfelf of the truth of it. Even a 
5 moment 
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moment in fuch a fituation was not to be loft* 
By an immediate attention the fhip might in 
all probability have been put about, amd by 
that means faved ; whereas, when it was at- 
tempted by the captain, it was then too late. 

We arc told alfo, that in ten minutes after 
the fhip had ftruck, the wind came off 
ihorej fo that if fhe had been put about in 
anytime, the eiFedt would have been, that 
her head would have payed off, which woulcj 
have been a moft fortunate cirgumftance, and 
the confequence the faving pf the whole, 

Captain Coxon is faid to have declared to 
the unfortunate fufferers, that he expe<3:ed to 
be able to get to a Dutch fettlement in H^^ 
teen days. Surely, in that time, one woul4 
fuppofe he might have finifhed a boat; 
hooks and lines might have been made, and 
fifh caught, which muft have proved a morf 
ready way of procuring a fubfiftence, than 
in pafliHg through an unknown country, 
whofe produftions they were unacquainted 
with. They would at the fame time have 
avoided'the perilous rencontre either of the 

natives 
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natives or of ferocious animals. The authof 
is the more confirmed in this opinion froni 
the circumftance of Trout, the Dutchman, 
telling the captain that he had been on board 
the Wreck, and got from thence a load of 
iron, pewter, lead, and copper. 

It may be oppofed to this, that Captain 
Goxfon might have been too much harfafled 
by the natives to attempt fuch a work in the 
fituation they th^n were. But as we are 
given to underftand that they always left the 
place at fun fet, means might have been ufed 
to prevent this conftant interruption. 

We know that wood in abundance, and- 
probably bamboo, grows in thofe parts; 
and as a number of hardy fellows, equal to 
any enterprize, were faved, enough could 
have been coUedbed in the courfe of a few 
hours to have formed a cheveaux defrize 
round their little camp ; and thus fortified, 
the natives would have been more inclined to 
barter with them, than to have difturbed 
them. 3 

* H9oks 
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Hooks and lines might have been formed 
of twifted or plaited grafs, or filaments of 
the cocoa tree; or the fails might have been 
unravelled for that purpofe* Indeed, a hun- 
dred methods might have been had recourfe 
to, in order to fupply thefe neceifary imple- 
ments. 

Weapons of defence alfo, might fbon have 
been made, equal to any of thofe they bad to 
encounter. And whoever has feen the Maf- 
foula boats at Madras, knows that much 
may be done without hammer or n^ils, even 
in boats of burthen. 

In fhort, unlefa this imprudent refolution 
proceeded from the want of unanimity, which 
I need not fay^ in all fituations that are any ^ 
ways fimilar to theirs, is extremely unfortu- 
nate, the overfight was a very great one, and 
not to be accounted for^
